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LONGEVITY PAY OF ARMY OFFICERS. 
How it should be Computed—Decision of the Court of 
Claims in the Case of Richard W. Tyler v. the Uni- 
ted States.

Riowarpsoy, J., delivered the opinion of the court. 


The claimant entered the military service of the United 
States, as an enlisted man in the Army, December 26, 
1861; was appointed lieutenant of infantry on the 25th 
day of May, 1864; was placed on the retired list De- 
cember 15, 1870, with the rank of captain of infantry ; 
and has thus been in continuous service from his first 
entry up to the time of bringing this action. 

He snes for pay which he alleges has accrued to him 
as a retired officer beyond that which has been allowed 
and paid to him at the treasury. 

We must therefore determine what is the pay, by law, 
of a retired officer of the Army of the claimant’s 
rank, and how it is to be computed. 

Section 1274 of the Revised Statutes is as follows: 

Officers retired from active service shall receive seventy-five 
per centum of the pay of the rank upon which they are re 
tired. 

The rank upon which the claimant is retired is that 
of captain of infantry, designated in the pay section of 
the statutes as captain not mounted. 

The pay attached to rank in the Army depends upon 
length of service. 

For the first five years it is a fixed sum, as set forth 
in Revised Statutes, section 1261. It is increased at 
the end of each five years of service, under the follow- 
ing sections of the statutes : 

Revised Statutes, section 1262: 

There shall be allowed and paid to each commissioned offi- 
cer below the rank of brigadier-general, including chaplains, 
and others having assimilated rank or pay, ten per centum 
of their current yearly pay for each term of five years of 
service, 

Revised Statutes, section 1268 : 

The total amount of such increase for length of service 
shall in ne case exceed forty per centum on the yearly pay 
of the grades as provided by law. 

Revised Statutes, section 1267 : 

In no case shall the pay of a colonel exceed four thousand 
five hundred dollars a year, or the pay of a lientenant-colonel 
exceed four thousand dollars a year. 

Section 7, act of 1878, June 18, chapter 253; 

That on and after the passage of this act all officers of the 
Army of the United States who have served as officers in the 
volunteer forces during the war of the rebellion, or as enlist- 
ed men in the armies of the United States, regular or volun- 
teer, shall be, and are hereby, credited with the full time 
they may have served as such officers and as enlisted men in 
computing their service for longevity pay and retirement. 
And the retired list shall hereafter be limited to four hun- 
drek, in lieu of the number now fixed by law. 

Notwithstanding the claimant has been in the Army 
continuously since December 26, 1861, a period of more 
than fifteen and less than twenty years, embracing three 
terms of five years’ service each, the defendants con- 
tend that he is entitled to seventy-five per cent. of the 
pay of the rank of captain, unmounted, upon which he 
is retired, allowed by law to an officer of that rank who 
has served one, and only one, period »f five years. 

This they do on two grounds: First, that the closing 
words of section 1274 of the Revised Statutes, viz., 
‘‘upon which they are retired,” qualify the previous 
word ‘‘pay,” so as to limit the annual pay of a retired 
officer for the rest of his life to that sum which he first 
became entitled to at the very point of time when he 
was retired. 

Weare unable to concur in such a construction. It 
is in conflict with the obvious and grammatical connec- 
tion of the language of the section, and is not in accord 
with the manifest purpose for which the words ‘upon 
which they are retired” were added. Those words 
plainly qualify the word ‘‘rank,” immediately pre- 
ceding them, and thus specifically define the rank, and 
nothing more, which shall control, for the time being, 
the pay of retired officers. fi 

All officers of the Army, whether on the active or re- 
tired list, with the single exception of chaplains, so far 
as we have observed, ure paid according to their rank. 
(Wood's case, 15 Ct. Cls., 151.) But officers sometimes 
have more than one rank—the rank attached to and inci- 
dent totheir office, and the rank specifically conferred un- 
derthe law, which is independent of office, and is, as sta- 
ted, in Wood’s case, ‘‘a designation or title of honor, dig- 
nity, or distinction conferred upon an oflicer in order to 
fix his relative position with reference to other ofticers 
in matters of privilege, precedence, and sometimes of 
command, or by which to determine his pay or emolu- 
ments.” 

. The act of July 28, 1866, ch. 299 (14 Stat. L., 337), 
Since altered (Rev. Stat., sec. 1254), provided : 

Sec. 32. That all officers of the Regular Army entitled to 
be retired on account of disability occasioned by wounds re- 
ceived in battle may be retired upon the folt rank of the 
command held by them, whether in the regular or yolunte or 
service at the time such wounds were received. 

Under this act, while it was in force, the claimant. 
who, by appointment and commission, was a lieutenant 
in the Army, holding the office of lieutenant, with rank 


to the pay at the time of retirement, for the rank of 
officers on the retired list has been many times changed 
| in particular cases; and we held in Woods’s case that 
Congress has the power to change the mere rank of offi- 
cers without the necessity, under the Constitution, of a 
new appointment and new commission, and that their 
pay follows and is governed by rank alone. 

Thus there is nothing in section 1274 of the Revised 
Statutes to preclude the claimant from having his pay 
computed precisely as is that of an officer of his rank 
on the active list, subject only to the reduction of one. 
fourth part, as there provided. 

Second. The defendants further contend that officers 
on the retired list are not entitled to the longevity pay 
allowed by section 1262 of the Revised Statutes, except 
for the periods of five years in which they were in the 
active service; that when they are placed on the re- 
tired list they cease to be in service, and so the periods 
therein specified cease to run. 

We deem this to be an entire departure from the true 
meaning of the section. 

The statute gives to each commissioned officer below 
the rank of brigadier-general, additional pay for each 
term of five years’ service; that is, service as a com- 
missioned officer in the Regular Army, excluding only 
service in any other capacity, such as that of an officer 
in the volunteer service and that of a non-commissioned 
officer or enlisted man. 

It is upon this construction that the term of service 
of cadets at the Military Academy has never been 
reckoned for longevity pay, because they are not com- 
missioned officers. It is upon this construction that the 
service which an officer performed as a private or as au 
officer in the volunteer forces Guring the rebellion was 
excluded from the computation of service, until Con- 
gress passed the act of 1878, June 18, ch. 263, above 
cited, which expressly authorized such service to be 
credited to them. 

The construction which the defendants urge would 
place retired officers wholly out of the service. That 
is certainly not the intention of the law, either expressed 
or implied. Section 1245 of the Revised Statutes makes 
a distinction between efficers retired from active ser- 
vice only and officers wholly retired, which implies that 
the former remain in service, though not in active ser- 
vice, while the latter are out of the Army altogether. 
This is the provision : 

When any officer has become incapable of performing the 
duties of his osice, he shall be either retired from active ser- 
vice or whelly retired from the service, by the President, as 
hereinafter provided. 

The same distinction is made in secs. 1252, 1275. 
So wherever in the statutes active service is meant, the 
word ‘‘active” is invariably inserted to qualify ‘‘ser- 
vice.” (Rev. Stat., secs, 1243-1245, 1249, 1251--1257, 
1274). 

In the section now under consideration the word 
‘“active” is not used, and the word ‘‘service” is left 
unqualified, to receive its usual and natural interpre- 
tation. 

Officers on the retired list still remain in the service. 
They hold commissions as officers of the Army, and by 
section 1094 of the Revised Statutes they are expressly 
designated as among those of whom the Army of the 
United States shall consist. It is true that they are 
generally exempt from active service. But they may 
be assigned to duty at the Soldiers’ Home (Rev. Stat., 
1259), and they are specially subject to many provis- 
ions of law, which are imposed upon them for the very 
reason that they are in service as officers of the Army. 
By Revised Statutes, section 1256, they are entitled to 
wear the uniform of the rank on which they are retired; 
their names are continued on the Army Register; and 
they are made ‘‘subject tothe Rules and Articles of 
War, and to trial by General Court-martial for any 
breach thereof.” 

The 61st Article of War provides that ‘‘ any officer 


or a gentleman shall be dismissed from the service.” 
There is no doubt that officers may be dismissed from 
the retired list under this article, andin point of fact 
retired ofticers have been so dismissed.” That could not 
be the case unless they are held to be in the service. 

By section 1223 of the Revised Statutes, retired offi- 
cers, like all other officers of the Army, are prohibited 
from holding avy appointment in the diplomatic or 
consular service of the Government, on the pain of being 
held to have resigned their places in the Army. 

Besides, being officers in the Army, Congress can at 
any time impose upon them special duties, which they 
would be foreed to perform.

The only question involved in that case was whether 
or not the pay of the claimant, as a retired officer with 
the rank of lieutenant-colonel, was limited to three- 
fourths of $4,000, by force of the act of 1870, July 15, 
ch. 294, sec. 24 (16 Stat. L., 320, now Rev. Stat., sec. 
1267), when but for that section it would have been 
three-fourths of $4,200 under the general provision for 
longevity pay. We held then, as we now hold, that the 
pay of a retired officer is to be determined by first ascer- 
taining what would have been his pay had he not been 
retired, and then allowing him seventy-five per cent. of 
that sum. ‘The section which the claimant sought to 
avoid the force of, limited the pay of a lieutenant- 
colonel to $4,000; and we held that it was a limitation 
upon the amount of the full pay of a lieutenant-colonel 
under the general provisions, of which he, as a retired 
officer, could receive only seventy-five per cent. 

We then inadvertently said that the 75 per cent. was 
computed upon the pay which officers were receiving at 
the time they were placed on the retired list. This lan- 
guage happened to be used because in that case the re- 
sult was the same asit would have been under the con- 
struction now given, and both parties had made their 
computation with reference to that period of time. The 
questions now raised were not then in controversy, and 
were neither argued nor alluded to in the brief, and 
were not considered by the court. 

There remains one other question which, although’ of 
less importance than those which we have been con- 
sidering, has been raised, and we must therefore pass 
upon. It relates to the manner of computing the ten 
per cent. longevity pay, and the meaning of the words 
‘‘current yearly pay” in section 1262 of the Revised 
Statutes. The defendants insist that the current yearly 
pay is the fixed annual pay, with the addition for long- 
evity. Thus the pay of a captain, not mounted, is by 
section 1261 of the Revised Statutes $1,800 a year. 
For each term of five years’ service, the defendants 
would add ten per cent. of that sum only, $180. 

That is a convenient method of calculation, since it 
avoids fractions of dollars, and may have been adopted 
by the pay office for that reason, as it does not largely 
vary the result inany case. But it is not strictly accu- 
rate. ‘Current yearly pay” implies a pay which is 
subject to change as the years run on. The expression 
is nowhere found in the statutes except in this connec- 
tion. It evidently means ten per cent. of the whole 
pay the officer is receiving, or is entitled to receive, at 
the time he becomes entitled to an increase of pay. 
Thus, for the first five vears of service a captain, un- 
mounted, receives $1,800; for the second five years, 
#1,980; for the third five years, $2,178; for the fourth 
five years, 2,395.80; and for the fifth five years it 
would be $2,635.38 but for section 1263, which limits 
the total amount of such increase not to exceed forty 
per centum of the ‘yearly pay” of the grade as pro- 
vided by law, which would reduce the latter sum to 
$2,520. 

It is significant that section 1263 does not make the 
limitation of the total amount of increase for length of 
service depend upon the ‘‘ current yearly pay,” as it au- 
thorizes the periodical increase provided for in the pre- 
ceding section to be computed, but confines it to the 
‘* yearly pay of the grade,” thus making a distinction 
between ‘current yearly pay” and the unchanging 
‘‘ yearly pay of the grade,” which we but adopt, follow, 
and apply with mathematical precision. 

Retired captains, unmounted, are entitled to three- 
jfourths of those sums respectively, according to the 
i length of their services.

It is with profound regret and a sense of loss, not only to 
his Corps, but to the medical profession, that the death of 
George Alexander Otis, Surgeon and Brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel, U. 8. Army, is announced to the Medical Corps of 
the Army. 

Born st Boston, Mass., Nov. 12, 1830, he graduated with 
the degrees of A. B. and A. M. frem Princeton College ; 
en‘ered the Medical Department of the University of Penn-

Commutation of Quarters.—The Attorney-General has 
added the following to his two previous decisions on the sub- 
ject of commutation of quarters : 
| DEPARTMENT OF JusTIcE, Feb, 23, 1881. 
To Hon. Alecander Ramsey, Secretary of War: 

Sir: Your letter of Feb. 14 refers to me claims of certain 
officers for commutation of quarters, and asks my opinion 
upon certain questions in connection therewith which are 
suggested by the Second Comptroller. Tbe matters to which 
your letters relate has been made a subject of consider- 
ation in two receut opinions from me (16th Op., 77 and 659). 
Without elaborating my reply, in corsequence of my recent 
full discussion of the subject, I answer your inquiries 
directly. 

The first is as follows: ‘If an officer is in the enjoyment 
of quarters in kind at the commencement of leave taken by 
him under tbe act of July 29, 1876 (cumulative leave, 19 Stat., 
102), does he become entitled to commutat'on upon the com- 
mencement of the leave?” To this I reply that an officer in 
the enjoyment of quartersin kind, in the case supposed, does 
not become entitled tu commutation upon the commencement 
of the leave. Quarters in kind are not an allowance within 
the meaning of the statute permitting officers on leave to 
enjoy the same without deduction of pay or allowance so as 
to entitle the ofticer to commutation. Ofticers upon leave in 
such cases, while entitled to quarters in kind are not entitled 
to commutation therefor.

The President : 

Sir: On examining tke case of Lieut.-Col. Freudenberg I 
am of opinion that the President of the United States has no 
power to retire this gentleman, as reque-ted by him, with 
the rank and pay of colonel of infantry, from the date of his 
first retirement, Dec. 15, 1870. Whether the application of 
the 32d section of the act of July 28, 1861, was rightly or 
wrongly made in Col. Freudenberg’s case is not now a matter 
that can be affected by any executive action, as the section 
itself is repealed by the act of June 10, 1872, (17 Stat., 378.) 
Mistakes, if any, made in the examination of an act which is 
repealed cannot be rectified by executive action after such 
repeal; and it is impos-ible in the absence of that section to 
retire any officer under it. Col. Freudenberg’s case was 
made the subject of a special act of March 3, 1877, which 
placed him on the retired list with the rank of lieut.-colonel, 
which promotion was to tike effect from and after the pis- 
sage of that act. This special act certainly assumes to deal 
by legislative action with Co!. Frendenberg’s case, and to 
repair any injustice that may have beeu done to him. This 
legislation contemplates that the construction given by the 
War Department to the retirement of Col. Freudenberg, 
(viz., that it was for wounds and disease and not for wounds 
alone,) was a correct coustruction.

Tue Army or Greece.—The King of Greece has 
issued a Royal Warrant, which will effect important 
changes in the military force of that country. 

The infantry will consist of 40 battalions of 4 com- 
panies each, and 9 battalions out of this number will be 
equipped as light infantry. 

The artillery is composed of 4 brigades of 4 battalions 
each, with ammunition and transport wagons. To 
each brigade will be attached 2 compauies of pioncers, 
and a siege and mountain train. 

The engineers are to be divided into 3 battalions of 4 
companies, with 3 companies of transport and 1 reserve. 

The cavalry on the new basis will number 3 regiments 
of 6 squadrons each. This may appear a small number, 
but the gendarmerie, which is practically part of the 
army, furnishes a strong cavalry contingent. 

The staff of each regiment of infantry is thus com- 
posed—One chef de bataillon, 6 officers, 2 adjutants, 3 
non-commissicned officers, and 2 privates, 13 men in all 
with 4 horses. Each company will consist of 4 officers, 
27 non-commissioned officers, 5 buglers, anj 204 rank 
and file. Thus every regiment will have for its total 
effective strength, 4 companies, numbering 24 officers, 
111 non-commissioned officers, 1,058 rank and file, in 
all 1,213, with 4 horses. 

The staff of cavalry regiments will contain 9 officers, 
2 adjutants, 3 non-commissioned officers, 1 bugler, and 
2 troopers; 17 in all with 10 horses. Esch squadron is 
composed of 4 officers, 1 adjutant, 29 non commissioned 
officers, 5 buglers, and 49 men; giving a total of 187, 
with 166 horses. 

The artillery staff consists of 11 officers to each 
brigade. Each field battery numbers 4 officers, 1 adju- 
tant, 23 non-commissioned officers, 4 buglers, 77 gun- 
ners, 77 drivers; giving a total of 194 men, with 6 guns 
and 160 horses. Each mountain battery will have 209 
oflicers and men, 6 guns, 21 horses, and 100 mules.

Tue following is the description given in the New York 
Times of the Almy-Cranston cartridge now in litigation: 
The feature of the cartridge on which the litigation turns 
is the method of fixing the prim’ng or falminating powder 
in the shell. It was at first proposed to make the shell of 
brass, which would be soft enough to admit of “‘swedging 
in” the priming. But it was found, after a time, that the 
combination (copper and zinc) in the metal developed 
electricity which spoiled the fulmivate in time. It was then 
found necessary to use hard ccpper for the shell. Having 
laid the fulminate in the centre of the flit bottom of the 
shell (standing it open end up), an “anvil” or thin metay 
disk was inserted into the tube and brought down snug 
before the ordinary gunpowder was fillel in. The fulmi- 
nate being thus confined between two metallic surfaces, is 
easily discharged by the concussion of the musket hammer 
on the rear end of the shell. But it was then found that 
the explosion fofj the fulminate blew out’ the anvil too 
easily for the successful ignition of the other contents of 
the shell. It was to meet this difficulty that the Cranston 
invention was designed. It is done in a very simple man- 
ner. The anvil jwaaschanged from a flat disk to a cup 
about ‘three-eighths of an inch high, made to fit tightly 
when rammed into the shell against the fulminate. But to 
hold it more firmly in place a narrow indentation or line 
is made in the circumference of the shell, about three- 
eighths of an inch from the rear end, which causes a 
corresponding projection around the inside suflicient to 
hold the cup securely. An examination of a Government 
cartridge will show that precisely the sime method is 
employed at Philadelphia. The suit will probably be heard 
within a month,

Gen. DEVENs being asked to reconsider his opinion in the 
ease of Major Winthrop, which we published last week, re- 
affirms it in a letter dated Feb, 24th. In this second letter 
he says : 

**Major Winthrop was in distinct terms nominated to, and 
contirmed by, the Senate, for appointment in the Volunteer 
force, and was afterwards commissioned, his commission not 
using the words ‘in the Volunteer force’ but using the words 
‘iu the service of the United States.’ He was afterwards 
nominated and contirmed and so commissioned for the brevets 
of lieut.-culonel and colonel in the Volunteer force. It is 
claimed now upon lus behalf that he is entitled to have these 
brevets treated as brevets in the regular Army and to such 
brevet rank therein. In my opinion this position cannot be 
maintained, If the form of his original commission assumes 
to exteud or enlarge the nomination and confirmation it is 
erroneous, The power of the President does not authorize 
such action. But it is not thus enlarged. ‘Che military ser- 
vice of the United States was composed of what were known 
familiarly as ‘ Volunteers’ and ‘ Regulars.’ That the Judge- 
Advocates were originally officers of the volunteer force is 
shown in all the legislation in the matter, especially by the 
later legislation, which transfers them into the permanent 
force of the U. 8., and which entitles Major Winthrop now 
to be treated as an officer of the regular Army. The argu- 
ment, based upon the contention that his original commission 
was a commission in the regular Army is, that as such was 
his commission, his brevets in the volunteer force must 
annex themselves to it, as otherwise they would be inoperative. 
As I do not view his original commission to be that of an 
ofticer in the regular Army, it is unnecessary to consider the 
force of this argument. That neither by the appointing, 
confirming or commissioning him as lieut.-colonel and colonel 
by brevet in the Volunteers was it contemplated to give him 


brevet rank in the regular Army, is clear as records can make 


it. It certainly was not contemplated by the appointing 
power that Major Winthrop at the time he received these 
brevets was an officer in the regular Army.

Tue body of Capt. R. F. R. Lewis, U. 8. N., arrived at New 
York March 7, on board the steamship City of Rio de Janeiro, 
from Brazil. Captain Lewis had been suffering for many 
months from chronic disease of the brain, and was recently 
detached from the command of the United States steamship 
Shenandoah, of the South Atlantic Squadron, and ordered 
home on sick leaye. His condition was deemed so serious 
that Passed Asst. Surg. F. B. Stephenson was ordered to ac- 
company him. Capt. Lewis became much worse on the voy- 
age and died at sea Feb. 23. His body was embalmed by 
Surg. Stephenson and it has been forwarded to Washington, 
his native city. Capt. Lewis was an officer of long and meri- 
torious service. He entered the naval service in October, 
1841, as a midshipman, and was ordered to the sloop-of-war 
Warren, then fitting out at Norfolk. After serving three 
years on the coast of Africa and among the West Indies in 
the sloop-of-war Vandalia, he was ordered to the Cyane and 
served with distinction on the Pacific coast during the Mexi- 
can war, In 1849 he became a passed midshipman, and 
served in the steamer Viren, and afterwards at the Naval 
Observatory. In 1851 he was detached, and accepted service 
on board the Collins Line steamers between New York and 
Liverpool, remaining in that service one year, when he was 
then ordered to active service again. In 1855 he was pro- 
moted to master and lieutenant, and in 1856 served for a 
short time on the receiving ship Alleghany at Baltimore, and 
in 1858 served in the Paraguay expedition on board the 
frigate Sabine. On the return voyage, three years later, 1861, 
they blockaded the port of Pensacola at the outbreak of the 
late war, when Lieut. Lewis commanded a division of the 
boats in the reinforcement of Fort Pickens under the Con- 
federate guns from Fort McRae. In 1861 he was promoted 
to lientenant-commanier and assigned to command of the 
gunboat Itasca on the Mississippi River. He also engaged 
with the rebel forces at Man Shack Bend, a battery at Velasco, 
on the coast of Texas, and captuied two prize vessels laden 
with cotton, military equipmeiits, medicines, etc., and de- 
stroyed two others. In 1864 he was ordered to the South 
Atlantic Blockading Squadron, commanding respectively the 
Ethan Allen, Nipsic, Mahaska, and monitor Nantucket on 
blockade duty off Charleston, and on picket and patrol duty 
on the St. John’s River. .He also protected with the Nan- 
tucket the receiving-ship New Hampshire from an attack by 
the ram Slonewallin the harbor of Port Royal. From 1865 
to 1867 he was instructor in seamanship and superintendent 
of grounds and buildings at the Naval Academy at Annapolis; 
promoted to commander in January, 1867, and commanded 
the Resa a for two years in the Pacific Squadron. From 
1871 to 1874 he was a member of the Board of Naval Inspec- 
tors, served three years and then ordered to the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, commanding the Yantic and Acarsarge, respectively, 
was inspector of ordnance at the Norfolk Navy-yard, pro- 
moted to captain Feb. 26, 1878, and some eightcen months 
ago was assigned to the command of the Shenandoah.

and military skill in protecting the Territory of Avizona from 
the cruel and brutal outrages of the hostile Indian tribes 
within this Military Department.

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THE CASE OF COL. SAXTON AND RANK IN 
THE Q. M. DEPT., U. 8. A. 


DeEpaRtMENT OF JusTICE, ) 
December 9, 1880.) 
To the President. 


Sir: Tke letter of Lieutenant-Colonel Saxton to Hon. 
George W. McCrary, late Secretary of War, complains 
that having held the commission of captain and assistant 
quartermaster in the Army, and his name appearing 
upon the Army Register next above that of Captains 
Holabird, Tompkins, and Ekin, on July 28, 1866, when 
the act was ed to increase and fix the military 
peace establishment, instead of receiving the promotion 
to which he was entitled, and in violation of the rule 
claimed by him to govern in such cases he was over- 
slaughed by the promotion of the officers named. He 
further suggests that it is in the power of the Presi- 
dent now to rectify the wrong done him whenever a 
vacancy shall occur in the grade of colonel in the 
Quartermaster’s Department by nominating him to the 
Senate for such grade above the three officers named 
whose commissions at present show them to be senior in 
rank to himself. 

The act of July 28, 1866, referred to, has been the 
theme of much discussion ever since it was executed by 
the then administration. The mode of its execution is 
briefly stated in a note to the Committee on Military 
Affairs of the Senate from the late Secretary of War in 
the following terms : 

**I have the honor to state for your information that 
the original vacancies in the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment created by the act of July 28, 1866, were filled by 
selection from among officers who had rendered meri- 
torious services during the war, and that similar ap- 
pointments by selection were made in the line as well 
as the staff of the Army, in accordance with the long 
established rule of this department of filling new oftices 
created, as shown by the report of the Adjutant-Gen. 
eral, of January 2, 1878, and the accompanying report 
of that officer dated the 3d instant.” 

It has been contended that this method of executing 
the law was erroneous and that all the appointments 
contemplated by it, in the grades of major, lieutenant- 
colonel, and colonel, should have been filled by pro- 
motion according to seniority except in the case of 
disability or other infirmity. 

It is now fourteen years since the law was exe- 
cuted. The matter has been repeatedly before Cong ess 
upon compiaint of officers claiming to have been over- 
slaughed by reason of the application of t’ 2 principle of 
selection instead of that of seniority, in making these 
appointments. There has been a contrariety of reports 
and expressions of opinion as to whether the law was 
rightfully executed; but no general act has been 
passed to remedy the error (if there was any) in execut- 
ing it according to the principle of selection, although 
special laws have been passed to cover individual cases 
of hardship, including to some extent that of Colonel 
Saxton, (acts of June 3, 1872, and June 20, 1874.) 

There is no doubt of the authority of Congress to 
rectify, by appropriate iegislation, any error which 
may have been committed in the execution of the law ; 
but the present proposition of Colonel Saxton is that 
the President. by an executive act, may do this, and 
that he may disregard the fact that three officers stand 
as senior to him in the grade of lieutenant-colonel, and 
when a vacancy occurs in the next higher grade may 
appoint him above them to fill it. 

_ The consideration of this case does not compel me to 
inquire whether the act of July 28, 1866, was right- 
f.lly executed or not. It was executed by an admin- 
istration charged with that duty. The mode of its 
execution has long been known. Defects in its execution 
or hardships occasioned thereby have been remedied by 
Congress to the extent which it deemed necessary, and 
when the President now finds upon the list three ofti- 
cers standing according to their commissions as senior 
to Colonel Saxton it is not, in my view, his duty to con- 
sider whether or not they should properly have been so 
placed there when the law was executed. On the con- 
trary, he should regard the commissions signed by his 
predecessors as conclusive evidence of the right of these 
officers to the rank and authority giventhereby. While 
their commissions stand the President should respect 
them, and in making promotions by seniority have 
regard to them. 4 

; If Col. Saxton has sustained a wrong in this matter, 
Congress alone can remedy it. This may be done by 
providing alaw which shall enable the President to 
appoint him to a position superior to the officers whom 
he considers to be improperly his seniors in rank.

Yesterday I ran down to La Brea Point, 24 miles from Port 
of Spain, for the purpose of visiting the celebrated Pitch 
Take, but the wind being fresh from N. N. W. the surf on 
the beach proved too heavy to effect a landing, except the 
risk of injuring our boats and perhaps losing some lives. 
Findiug that the line of rollers extended out a quarter of a 
mile from the beach, I reluctantly returned to the ship. The 
Consul, Mr. Paul, who was with me in the whale-boat, says 
that very often with northerly winds communication with tho 
shore is suspended for days. As no one from the village of 
La Brea came out to us, «nd the wind still held fresh, [ this 
morniug returned to Port Spaia, and will sail in an hour or 
so for Grenada. With the exception of three cases of rheu- 
matism, which came out with us from New York, both officers 
and men are in remarkably good health. On Feb. 23 he 
reports his arrival at St. Thomas, West Indies, officers and 
crew in their usual good health. Left Costeries St. Lucia at 
1 p. m. Feb. 17, and anchored in St. John’s Road, Antigua, 
the next day. Oa the afternoon of the 17th passed within a 
mile of the town of St. Pierre, Martinique, observing that 
there were no French ships of war in port, though there 
were a number of merchant vessels. I am reliably informed 
that yellow fever to the extent of about one case a we ek still 
exists at St. Pierre, thus preventing vessels from securing a 
clean bill of health. The port is very generally quarantined 
against, throughout the West Indiex, rigidly so at all the 
English islands. ‘The trade of St. John is dull, and there 
were very few ships in port. Of late years much of the 
sugar formerly sont to England found its way to the United 
States. Commauder Meade called officially upon the Gover- 
nor of the Leonard Islands (Mr. George Berkly, C. M. G.), 
and subsequently, with several officers, was very hospitably 
entertained at the Government House. Left St. Johns Feb, 
21, and by next morning, under easy sail, reached St. Barts. 
The bealth of St. Thomas is not very good. Would leave 
within 36 hows for Puerto Cabello, calling at Sauta Cruz for 
fresh provisions.” .

LINE OFFICERS OF THE NAVY AND LENGTH 
OF SERVICE. 
Navy DEPARTMENT WASHINGTON, March 2, 1881. 
General Order No, 264. 
The following opinion of the Attorney-General of the 
United States is published for the information of the Navy. 
N. Gorr, JR., Secretary of the Navy. 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, a 
Wasuinaton, Feb. 25, 1881. 5 
Hon. Nathan Goff, Jr., Secretary of the Navy: 
Sir: Your letter of the 12th ultimo, submits to mea 


| question which has arisen a to the application of the 





concluding clause of section 1486 R. 8S. to certain officers 
of the line in the Navy, who were promoted by selection 
under the provisions of the ‘‘ act to define the number 
and regulate the appointment of officers in the Navy, 
and for other purposes,” upproved July 25, 1866 (14 
Stat., 222.) The first section of this act enlarged the 
number of line officers in the higher grades of the 
Navy, created original vacancies 1n each grade above 
that of lieutenant, and provided that appointments to 
fill such vacancie: be made as follows: ‘*That the in- 
crease in the grades authorized by this act shall be made 
by selection from the grade next below of officers who 
have rendered the most efficient and faithful service 
during the recent war, and who possess the highest 
professional qualifications and attainments.” 

The vacancies thus created were accordingly filled by 
the selection and advancement of officers, without re- 
gard to seniority, from the grade below the one to which 
they were promoted. 

As an illustration of the operation of the first section 
of this act, your letter cites the case of two officers 
whose relative positions on the Navy list were affected 
by the promotions made by selection, in conforming with 
its provisions, viz.: Richard L. Law, who entered the 
Service February 17, 1841, stood at the date of said pro- 
motions No. 7 on the list of lieutenant-commanders, was 
not among those selected and promoted under the act. 
Francis M. Ramsay, who entered the Service October 5, 
1850, stood at the date ef said promotions, and when 
selected for advancemeat under the act, No. 77 on the 
list of lieutenant-commanders, and when said promo- 
tions were completed he stood ninety on the list of com- 
manders, while Lieutenant-Commander Law stood No. 
2 in his original grade (lieutenant-commander. ) 


Since that time, by promotion in due course, these 
two officers have obtained the rank of captain, Cap- 
tain Ramsay being the senior by date of commission. 

Your letter requests my opinion upon the question 
whether, in estimating the length of service of Captains 
Ramsay and Law for the purpose of determining their 
precedence with officers of the staff corps holding the 
relative rank of captain (under the provisions of sections 
1485-6, R. 8.), the former should be considered as having 
been advanced in numbers on the Navy Register and 
gained length of service accordingly; or the latter be 
considered as having lost numbers and length of service 
accordingly. Tne object of the act of 1866, was, by an 
increase of rank in connection with an increase of nuni- 
bers in certain grades in the Navy, to compensate offi- 
cers who had rendered special meritorious service. This 
was not to be done by inflicting an injury upon officers 
who had been less fortunate perhaps in their opportuni- 
ties, but by conferring promotion upon certain officers, 
which would incidentally in almost all cases operate 
also to benefit officers not actually advanced. Thus in 
the case stated in your letter, while Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Law was not nominally advanced he was act- 
ually advanced by the promotions made, so that instead 
of standing seventh on the list of lieutenant-command- 
ers he stood second on that list when they were com- 
pleted. When officers were advanced in numbers it was 
necessary, in determining their relative rank with other 
grades of the Navy, that they should also be treated as 
having constructively gained length of service to a 
sufficient extent to place them above the officers over 
whom they were thus advanced. But in no case did 
the officer over whom they were thus advanced lose 
anything in the length of service which he had act- 
ually rendered. The proceeding itself was one of 
advancement strictly and in no case uperated to degrade 
any officer or deprive him of anything which he had 
already obtained by length of service. Cases might be 
supposed in which it might do him incidental injury by 
placing above him an officer who stood below him ; 
but his own position with reference to all grades of the 
Navy would be that which it originally was. When, 
therefore, by section 1486, R. 8., (act of March 3, 1871, 
par. 117, sec. 10, 16 Stat., 537), provision was made 
for regulating the relative rank of the staff corps and 
line, no officer in the line would be found to have lost 
anything of his actual length of service. A constructive 
length of service was necessary to be attributed to the 
officer who had been advanced to a higher number above 
him in the same grade, or to a higher grade. It is true 
the expression of the last clause of section 1486 is that 
‘‘ officers who have been advanced or lost numbers on 
the Navy Register shall be considered as having gained 
or lost length of service accordingly.” Whether this 
phrase is intended to use the words “gained” and 
“Jost” as terms which are the converse of each other, 
and refers to such incidental loss as occurs by change 
in relative position between two officers, or whether the 
expression ‘lost length of service” is to be considered 
as referring to those offieers who may have been de- 
graded (as by sentence of Court-martial), it is not neces- 
sary now to determine. It seems to me quite clear 
that this clause cannot receive a meaning, in connection 
with the facts stated by you, that would in any way 
operate as a degradation of the officers over whom 
another had been promoted, orto deprive him of a 
1ight already acquired by honorable length of service, 

In estimating, therefore, length of service for the 
purpose of determining their precedence with officers of 
the staff corps, I would say in direct answer to your 
inquiry, that the oflicer promoted will be considered as 
having gained length of service according to his pro- 
motion, but that the other officers will not be consid- 
ered as having lost anything in length of service, the 
effect of the promotion upon the latter officer being 
purely an incidental one.

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TWO IMPORTANT OPINIONS. 


HE opinion delivered by Judge Richardson, in the 
Court of Claims, in the case ef Tyler v. The Unit- 
ed States, which we publish this week, will overturn, 
if 1t stands, the existing practice in computing the lon. 
gevity pay of officers of the Army, and establish a 
claim upon the past of a large number for pay unjustly 
withheld from them. The Court holds that the annual 
pay of a retired officer is not limited to that sum which 
he first became entitled to at the very ;point of time at 
which he was retired, but continues to receive the in- 
crement arising from the allowance for longevity; the 
pay of a retired officer being computed precisely as is 
that of an officer of his rank on the active list, subject 
only to the reduction of one-fourth. The Court fur- 
ther holds that the ‘‘ current yearly pay,” upon which 
officers’ longevity allowance is to be computed, is the 
fixed annual pay, with the addition of previous allow- 
ances for longevity, except in the caseZof twenty years’ 
service, when the longevity allowance is limited to forty 
per centum of the yearly pay. 
The case is interesting, as well as important to alarge 
number of officers, and it is very clearly presented by 
Judge Richardson in his able opinion. How much it 
involves to some ofticers is shown by the fact that Capt. 
Tyler gets judgment for $1,203.14. 
We also publish in full this week the very interesting 
opinion of Judge Davis, of the Court of Claims, in the 
Babbitt case. The point involved, as we have once or 
twice stated, is whether the service as cadets at the 
Military Academy is to be counted in computing the 
service for longevity pay and retirement of an officer 
appointed to the Army from the Academy. Judge 
Davis decides that such service does not. count. He 
refuses to accept the opinion of the counsel for the 
claimant that the cadet is an enlisted man. In the 
opinion of the learned judge he is ‘ neither fish, flesh, 
fowl, nor good red herring.” He is not an enlisted man, 
for the law imposes upon the ‘enlisted man” many 
duties which it is evident are not to be imposed upon 
cadets, and he is not counted as an enlisted man in the 
appropriation acts providing for the Army, in other acts 
of Congress, nor in the G. O. (Nov. 23, 1871), prescrib- 
ing the organization of the Army. Not being an en_ 
listed man he cannot be a non-commissioned ofticer 
who is recognized by the statutes as a common soldier 
and an enlisted man. He is not a commissioned officer, 
as he is not appointed by the President, confirmed by 
the Senate, and commissioned in the Army. In short, 
he is a cadet, holding a sort of quasi commission and 
agreeing to serve for cight years, a portion of the time 
as a private soldier, but for the purposes of instruction 


may order cadets into the field, but so he may the 
General of the Army, and ‘“‘it no more follows,” the 
Court hold, ‘that the cadet becomes a common soldier 
than that the general does in such case.” Cadets are 
“governed by the Rules and Articles of War, asd are 
liable to be tried by Court-martiai,” but so is General 
Sherman. Aside from its conclusions of law, the 
opinion is an interesting one for the history it gives of 


legislation bearing upon the subject discussed. We 
un lerstand that the matter is not toend here. The 


counsel for the plaintiff, Mr. Wm. Penn Clarke of 
Washington, will take an appeal to the Supreme Court.

In this noteworthy list of names the two which will 
most interest the Services are, of course, Secretaries 
Lincoln and Hunt. Regarding Secretary Liccoln, of the 
War Department, who is a son of President Lincoln, it 
is not too much to say that his appointment was hailed 
with universal satisfaction. Descended paternally from 
one of the four Thomas Lincolns, who-were at the same 
time pioneer emigrants from Hingham, England, to Hing- 
ham, Mass., and a great grand nephew of Daniel Boone, 
the pioneer of K itucky, he was born at Springfield, 
Ill., in 1844. If: received a good education at the 
schools of that city and at Exeter Academy, N. H; 
graduated at Harvard College and resided at the White 
House during much of the eventful period when it was 
the centre uf the nation’s destinies. After the 
nation of his father, the President, he settled at Chicago, 
lll., where he studied aud has since practised law. Ile 
married the only daughter of ex-Secretary James Har- 
lan, of Iowa. 

Judge William H. Hunt, of the Navy Department, is 
a native of South Carolina and settled in Louisiana in 
early life. He was educated at Yale College, studied 
and practised law in New Orleans, gaining a_ brilliant 
position at the Louisiana Bar, and, like his brothers, 
Randall and Dr. Thomas Hunt and all his family, was

uncompromising in his loyalty to the Union cause. 
gained a large practice in commercial, maritime and ad- 
miralty law. He was a thoroughly trained criminal 
lawyer, an able solicitor in chancery, and for some years 
professor of commercial and criminal law, and the law 
of evidence, in the New Orleans Law School. He was 
also a ready and able writer, was a valued adviser to 
Generals Butler and Banks in Louisiana during the war, 
was an old whig before the war and a moderate demo- 
crat for several subsequent years, but ultimately joined 
the repnblican party aud was elected Attorney-General, 
State of Louisiana, in 1876. In 1877 he settled at 
Washington as a lawyer. In 1878 he was made a judge 
in the Court of Claims. 
by the Bar of Louisiana, without distinction of party, 
for a seaton the Supreme Bench in place of Justice 
Strong, but was not appointed. I{is the 
Court of Claims for the past two years show himto bea 
diligent, learned and upright magistrate. Judge Hunt 
is related by marriage to the Livingston family of Louis- 
iana, originally from New York, and has a summer 
residence in New York, on the banks of the Ifudson.

Whether it is to be inferred that Major Winthrop 
iked the opinion in his case because he asked fo: more 
of it may reasonably be doubted.

MARKSMEN’S RIFLES. 

Dovsttess Army riflemen will be glad to learn that 
the ‘* Marksman’s Rifle” and marksmen’s buttons are 
now receiving attention at the havds of those in author- 
ity. Major-Gen. Hancock has, we understand, already 
directed requisition to be made for marksmen’s rifles 
and buttons for all the qualified marksmen in his com- 
mand. 

It is understood that these rifles are to be provided 
with barrels of equal excellence with those of the best 
long-range match rifles, and with the best long-range 
vernier and wind-gauge sights. It is held that if made 
quickly detachable, these sights will prove quite prac- 
ticable in the hands of intelligent marksmen, by no 
means an insignificant body now-a-days in the Regular 
Army. A barrel of 32 inches in length, of 64 lbs. 
weight, and suited to the 2.4 inches cartridge shell, and 
either the Service or a patched bullet, the entire rifle 
to weigh nearly 10 pounds has been suggested, and it is 
said has received the approval of excellent authority as 
being equal to any long-range match rifle known. The 
following extract from a recent letter on this subject 
proves the interest taken in this matter: ‘* Now that the 
Army has developed and is developing, rapidly, marks- 
men of the very highest capacity, it is hoped that a 
marksman’s rifle will be provided that in all essential 
qualities shall be second to none. Our military teams 
should possess rifles equal to those of American or 
British international teams, or our progress will not be 
kept up to the full capabilities of our riflemen. It is 
discouraging in the extreme to find ourselves only 
lookers-on in better practice than our own rifles are 
capable of.”

first vacancy occurring in such grade in the infantry 
arm of the Service. 

H. R. 4477, to regulate the mode of purchasing 
tobacco for the United States Navy. 

H. R. 1320, for the relief of citizens of Montana, 
who served with the United States troops in the war 
with the Nez Percés, and for the relief of the heirs of 
such as were killed in such service. 

H. R. 2769, to amend the act entitled ‘“‘ An act to 
encourage the establishment of public marine schools,” 
approved June 20, 1874, so as to extend it to the ports 
of Wilmington, Charleston, Savannah, Mobile, Baton 
Rouge, Galveston, and in Narragansett Bay. 

H. R. 3292, granting a pension to Sally M. Buchanan, 
widow of Gen. Robert M. Buchanan, U. S. Army. 

H. R. 5627, to amend section 1486 Rev. Stat. in order 
to present the meaning of the origiual law from which 
it was taken, with reference to the rank of engineer 
officers, graduates of the Naval Academy. It adds to 
the section the proviso: ‘‘ That nothing in this section 


; Shall be so construed as to give to any officer of the 


staff corps precedence of, or a higher relative rank than 
that of, another staff officer in the same grade and 
corps, and whose commission in such grade and corps 
antedates that of such efficer.”

in individual marksmanship than has hitherto been the 
case.” It further says that ‘drill (independent of 
musketry drill) ought in the opinion of the best judges, 
to be much simplified, and what is popularly termed ‘ spit 
and polish’ reduced to the minimum.” 

The president of the N. R. A. has fully appre- 
ciated the necessity of individual practice at unknown 
distances, and has procured trophies as prizes in a 
skirmisber’s match. Though America is at peace, we 
know not the day or hour when we may be called upon, 
and the lesson from the Boers shoula not be overlooked 
or forgotten. 





A Revter's telegram from Constantinople to London, 
of the 8th inst., says: ‘‘ A cartridge manufactory has 
been opened here. It is provided with American 
machinery, capable of turning out 30,000 Martini-Herry 
and 20,000 Winchester cartridges daily.” This is the 
first practical use to which the Porte has turned its cart- 
ridge making plant. The machinery, amounting in cost 
to about $700,000, was furnished under contract by the 
Winchester Arms Co. of New Haven. The first instal- 
ment went to Turkey in 1877-8, the shipments being 
completed within the succeeding year. In anticipation 
of the war with Russia, instead of utilizing its produc 
tive resources, it is said that a large portion, if not all, 
of the machinery was buried in the suburbs of Con- 
stantinople, covered with tarpaulins, or otherwise con- 
cealed. The present Minister of Finance, Tevfik Bey, 
then a colonel, superintended the manufacture of the 
plant in this country. As its capacity was equal to 200,- 
000 cartridges in 24 hours, it looks as if much of it had 
come to grief during its interment. P 








Tne Attorney General decided upon a recent appli-

A Sure Bumpers’ Opinion.— Messrs. Cramp and 
Sons express their opinion on the subject of building up 
our mercantile marine, in the following letter read by 
Mr. Kelley, in a recent speech in the House of Repre 
sentatives : 

PHILADELPHIA, PENN., Jan. 13, 1872. 
Hon. William D. Kelley : 

Deak Sir: Inasmuch as strenuous efforts are to be made 
during the present session of Congress to repeal the duties 
on ship-bwilding materials, on the plea that it will aid Ameri- 
can ship-builders and assist in building up our mercantile 
marine, aud knowing that false impressions are prevalent in 
regard to this department of industry, we beg leave to call 
your attention to a few important facts, and to show that 
such action would not be beneficial but detrimental to our 
interests. 

If any benefits could be derived from the repeal of duties 
on ship-building material, it would be chiefly in the construo- 
tion of wooden ships. But steam is rapidly and permanently 
supplanting sails, and this in turn necessitates the change 
from wood to iron ; for steamships, to be profitable and safe, 
must be constructed of iron. 

Few persons are aware of the fact that it is absurd to talk 
of building iron ships in this country of imported iron, for 
this cannot be done. One reason is tiat nearly every piece 
of iron entering into their construction must be made to 
special order ; and this fact, together with the necessity of 
rapid delivery, demands that the iron mills should be near 
the ship yavds. And it is plain to every practical ship-builder 
that if ships are to be constructed of foreign materials they 
will be constructed in foreign lands. 

We now have in our own yards five first class iron steam- 
ships in process of construction, with an aggregate tonnage 
of 13,000 tons, which will require for their construction 
16,000,000 pounds of iron, and the ships, when completed, 
will cost 32,500,000 ; and yet the repeal of all the duties 
would not benetit us to the amount of $10,000, 

While the repeal of the duties would scarcely afford even 
a temporary gain, it would, on the contrary, inflict upon us a 
permanent loss, by probably closing all the furnaces and 
mills to which we must look for our supplies. 

The efforts of free-traders to secure free materials are 
evidently only preliminary to the more dangerous purpose of 
securing free foreign ships of which England has a surplus 
of hundreds, of both wood and iron, which she would gladly 
sell at any price to get possession of our coasting trade, 

The idle ship-yards in this country are thuse devoted to 
building wooden ships. There are six yards for building 
iron vexsels in Philadelphia and vicinity, all of which are 
full of work. We think there are in process of construction 
sixteen iron steamers, seven of which range fromm 2,500 to 
3,000 tons each. 

Having been engaged thirty-five years in the construction 
of ships of every class, we feel competent to speak as to our 
own needs ; and we are sure that we speak the sentiments of 
all engaged in ship-building when we ask that Congress shall 
not disturb the moderate protection afforded our iron manu- 
facturers, but rather let well enough alone, and adhere to 
the policy which, by multiplying furnaces and rolling mills, 
will furnish us a constant supply of materials, cheap and 
abundant.

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THE ARMY HELMETS. 

On Wednesday of this week General Sherman ap- 
proved the models for the new helmets prepared under 
the direction of Captain Rodgers, of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, and they were sealed and shipped to 
Philadelphia, where they will be preserved as the stan- 
dards for the Army. The changes are not great, and 
would be scarcely noticed in a photograph. The winter 
helmets for all officers, and the helmets for the enlisted 
men, are now of one shape, the shape of the helmet for 
foot officers being changed to conform to that of field 
officers, as shown in the photographs we published, 
The top-piece of the foot officers’ helmet is now the 
same as that shown in our photograph of the field ofti- 
cers’ helmet, viz., a bunch of oak leaves with acorns 


interspersed. The chin-strap chain loops from left to 
right. The summer helmet has undergone no change, 


except that indicated at the time we published the 
photographs, viz., an increase cf one-half inch in the 
size of the brim all around. 

The eagle for the helmets has been changed by re- 
moving the scroll carrying the legend, ‘‘e pluribus 
unum,” to the mouth of the eagle, extending it down- 
ward from left to right in a waving line as though float- 
ing with the wind. The eagle looks to the left. All 
helmets now have side buttons bearing insignia indicat- 
ing arm of the Service, instead of the lion’s head as 
before. The tulip for the plume of field and mounted 
officers is much improved, having a small eagle in front. 
The fringe of the tassels is improved in appearance, 
and the ends are fastened together with gold cord in- 
stead of swinging loose. 

The helmet for enlisted men is, as we have said, of 
the same shape as the officer’s helmet. It is bound with 
enamelled leather, as shown in the photographs pub- 
lished. Arm of the Service is indicated on the side 
buttons. The enlisted men’s helmet will, it is under- 
stood, be worn with eagle, spike, and top-piece of same 
pattero as for officers. 

The patterns are in the custody of Capt. J. F. Rod- 
gers, Military Storekeeper, Philadelphia, to whom Gen. 
Sherman has committed the matter of issuing photo- 
graphs and furnishing information as to the standard 
patterns. Though the changes are not great they are in 
the direction of improvement, and result from the criti- 
cism to which the patterns originally adopted as stan- 
dard were subjected in consequence of the prompt pub- 
lication of photographs of them in the Army anp Navy 
Journat. We notice that the ventilator shown in the 
original pattern for the helmet for enlisted men does 
not appear in the new model. It should be restored, as 
it is an addition to comfort. 


IRREVOCABILITY OF EXECUTIVE ACTION. 


In the case of Walker R. Newton the Attorney-Gene- 
ral reaffirms with emphasis the doctrine frequently de- 
clared by his office and that is that one President cannot 
legally overrule the decision of his predecessor ; indeed 
cannot reconsider his own decision when once adjudged, 
decided, and closed. The law governing his case is of 
importance to both Services. The letter of the Attor- 
ney-Geueral, in which he argues the matter at length, 
is addressed to the President, and dated Feb. 15, 1881. 
Secretary McCrary had previously decided against New- 
ton and the Attorney-General holds to his opinion ‘‘that 
if there is any case made for relief, there is no relief 
which the President, or any executive branch of the 
Government can give.” July 21, 1870, Mr. Newton 
was dropped from the rolls of the Army for desertion. 
He complains that the order in his case was issued ‘‘ un- 
der a misapprehension.” ‘‘If this were so,” says the 
Attorney-General, ‘‘ it is not perceivea how it can change 
the legal effect of the order.” The right ‘to drop from 
therolls of the Army, for desertion, any officer who is now, 
or may be hereafter, absent from duty three months with- 
out leave” was vested in the President by the act of 
July 15, 1870. The question as to the fact cf such ab- 
sence ‘‘was placed within the President’s exclusive 
jurisdiction.” The right to decide it implies the power 
to determine it conclusively, either way, as to any offi- 
cer, (Cent. Pacific R. R. Co., v. Placer Co., 43 Cal. 
Rep. 369). His decision, as to any officer having 
been made the president, is, as to the case of that indi- 
vidual, functus officio ; the statute giving him no right 
to review, annul, aflirm, or reverse, his own adjudica- 
ticn.” This rule, and the urgent reasons for it, are 
clearly and forcibly expressed in opinions given by At- 
torney-General Wirt to President J. Q. Adams, Oct. 1, 
1825, and July 28, 1825, 2 Ops., 3 and 114. 

Mr. Wirt in these opinions insisted that the rule was 
‘that whatever purely executive measure had been ad- 
judged and decided and closed, during a preceding ad- 
ministration, was considered as withdrawn altogether 
from the action of the succeeding President.” Attor- 





ney-General Toucey also declared that ‘‘there is no law 
which authorizes the head of any department to super- 


vise the acts of its predecessor,” (6 Att’y-Gen. Ops., | 


625-6). 
Though this rule, repeatedly reaffirmed by the Attor- 


ney-General’s office, would seem to dispose of Mr. New- | 


ton’s case, Attorney-General Devens argues the case at 
length upon its merits, concluding that whatever the 
facts may be shown to be, G. O. No. 95, July 25, 1870, 
dropping various officers from the Army, including New- 
ton, ‘‘did not prefer a charge; it announced a decision 
from whichthere was no appeal.” The nail was clinched 


by the declaration, in the act authorizing such dropping, | 


‘*that no officer so dropped shall be eligible for reap- 
pointment.” 

The Attorney-General further helds that the point that 
President Grant did not sign is not well taken. The 
acts forbidding the dismissal of an officer, except upon 
sentence of a Court-martial, do not, it is further shown, 
‘* apply to cases expressly and specifically provided for 
by the act of July 15, 1870.” 

Mr. Newton has a suit for $16,800 pay pending in the 
Court of Claims on the theory that he has never been 
out of the Army, and the Attorney-Geueral suggests 
that this suit will give him an opportunity to get another 
epinion if he wishes one. 








Tue following appropriations for the Army are con- 
tained in the Sundry Civil bill as it became a law, viz. : 
Signal service, $375,000; military telegraphs, etc., 
$75,000; Rock Island Arsenal, $236,600; Benicia 
Arsenal, Cal., $60,000 ; Springfield Armory, $55,000 ; 
Fort Maginnis, $55,705.84; Fort Assinniboine, $45,000; 
Headquarters Department of Texas, $50,000; barracks 
and quarters Fort Leavenworth, $30,000; Artillery 
School, $5,000; Sandy Hook wharf, $5,000; superin 
tendents National Cemeteries, $59,720. 

The appropriation of $30,000 for Omaha Barracks 
failed, also that of $200,000 for a fire proof buildings 
for records, and $50,000 for military surveys and recon- 
noissances, aud $30,000 for a library building at Fort 
Monroe, and $20,000 for the purchase of the Bragg and 
Polk papers.

THE WHITTAKER COURT-MARTIAL. 

Monvay, Tuesday, and Weduesday of tbis week were 
entirely taken up with the examination of Mr. Hagan, the 
expert, in regard to the connection Letween Cadet Whittaker’s 
handwriting and that of the “‘note of werning.” The ex- 
pert gave his opinion to the effect that the note of warning 
was written by Whittaker, and Governor Chamberlain, of 
counsel for the defence, tried hard to break down this testi- 
movy. On Wedne-day the court took part in the examina- 
tion of the various documenis. At one point, the question 
of tremor in the writing being involved, Major Merrill said 
to the witness: ‘i wish you would tell me what to look for 
as I cannot see any disturbance.” Witness then proceeded 
at great length to point out what he called the disturbance in 
the formation of various letters, and said tha! it indicated 
“nerve tremor,” which was indicative of a fixed habit of 


writing peculiar to Cadet Whittaker and which was clearly | 


apparent in the witing of the note of warning. In the 
course of the examination Major Merrill said that he was 
anxious to get a clear perception of what the witness was at. 
If the disturbance arose in such a manner as to show habit 


and to be of value in identifying handwriting, it must occur | 


in any two given lines all through the writing. Witness said 


that he did not know that he could find them in avy one | 


line, but confessed that the same muscular effort must occur 
in any given line. 

On Thursday there was a further discussion with regard to 
the admission of certain other specimens of Whittaker’s 
handwriting in the possession of Capt. Sears, Recorder of 
the Court of Inquiry, who explained that he had no objec- 
tions personally to presenting the specimen named or any 
others, but did not think he had power to do so except by 
order of the court, or by.direction of Gen. Howard. After 
further discussion the court requested Capt. Sears to pro- 
dace the specimens numbered from one to thirty, which 
were then placed in the hands of Mr. Hagan 

The next witness was Stephen de Jossa, a Portugnere 
barber, who tbrongh an interpreter testified that on March 6, 
1880, he cut Whittaker’s hair. He said that Whittaker asked 
him to cut his hair short in front and long behind, which 
was the reverse of_the regulations, 





He acknowledged that | 


he had given just the reverse testimony before the Court of 
Inguiry. 

The next witness was Albert G. Southwoith, of Boston, an 
expeit in handwriting, who showed the difference which he 
had discerned upon a critical examination of the formation 
of the letters and words in “‘the note of warning” in com- 
parison with the other specimens of handwriting introduced 
in evidence. 

Major Gardner having applied to the War Department for 
instructions as to a point of law, his question was submitted 
to the Attorney-General, who sends the reply which follows : 

DEPARTMENT OF JuSTICE, Feb. 25, 1881. 
Hon, Alexander Ramsey, Secretary of War ; 
Sir: Your communication of the 18th ivst. submits to me 
| a leiter from Maj. A. B. Gardner, J. A. of the G. C. M., con- 
vened by the President for the trial of Cadet J. C. Whittaker, 
U. 8. Military Academy, dated the 16th inst., and requests 
my opinion as to the admissibility, at the trial of this case, 
of certain evidence offered by Whittaker, and in connection 
therewith as to the construction to be given to the 121st 
| Article of War and section 860 R.S. Although not in terms 
| your communication hecessar ly submits in connection with 
| these questions the preliminary inquiry whether it is the 
| official duty of the Secretary of War to give to the judge- 
j advocate, and thus to the Court-martial assembled by 
| authority of the President, the opinion requested. Unless 
| the questions now proposed by you have occurred in the 
}administrative course of busiuess in the War Department 
there is no occasion for any reply by me, and my opinion 
| would be extra-otticial. Ou careful reflection it appears to 
} me that the judge-advocate is not empowered to call for the 
| OF} imion of the Secretary of War as to the admissibility of 
| evidence to be tendered to the Court-martial. He is to con- 
duct the proceedings upon his own responsibility and under 
the direction of the chief of his burean. An opinion of the 
| Secretary of War rendered to him in response to bis 
| questions might be treated as mandatory upon the Court- 
|martial. This court, although limited in its jurisdiction, is 
| authorized to decide :1l questions in relation to the cases 
| properly before it ; and in the first instance its authority is 
} exclusive. When the court has conclud:d its labors its pro- 
| ceedings may come befc re the Presi tent for approval ; at that 
| time, if the President desires, quis ious such as are here 
rroposed may properly be submitted for the opin’on of the 
| Attorney-General, as they may be of impor:ance in the view 
|of the President in ccnnuection with bis revie1on of the de- 
| cision, He may also consult the Secretary of War and other 
| cabinet officers upon the same subject. Opinions given in 
| advance, which it is reasonably to be feared might be treated 
by the Court-martial as a direction, might become extremely 
embarrassing. It is also to be considered that the opmion 
| requested would be given without hearing tle parties con- 
| cerned, to whom it m iy be a vital matter, as ceses not un- 
frequently turn upon questions of admissibility of evidence. 
Another suggestion is impcrtant in connection with the 
present case. When a Couit-martial is convened it sustains 
towards the convening au‘hor.ty a certain official relation in 
regard to many matters ef detail. The court, in the present 
instance, sustains no such relation to the War Department. 
| It is convened by the authority of the President. Certainly 
no other officer can intervene to direct the mode in which 1t 
| shall proceed. 
| In view of these considerations, I therefore respectfully 
advise that the question proposed should be left to the de- 
cision of the Court-martial summoned by the Pres dent, and 
that the Bureau of Military Justice should proceed before 
that tribunal upon its own official responsibility in offering or 
objecting to evidence. Very respectfully, etc., 
Cas.

PRECEDENCE AMONG OFFICERS COMMIS- 
SIONED OF THE SAME GRADE. 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, )} 
Wasuincton, February 21, 1881.) 
Hon. Alerander Ramsey, Secretary of War: 

Str: Your letter of Jan. 20, 1831, incloses a report of 
the Adjutant-General in reference to the claim of George 
K. Spencer, 1st Lieutenant 19th Infantry, to take pre- 
cedence in rank over certain other 1st lieutenants of 
| infantry, promoted to that grade on the same date, June 
| 28, 1878. 
| Lieutenants Young (2d lieutenant, March 7, °67), 
| Bottsford (2d lieutenant May 29, ’67), Scott (2d lieuten- 
| ant June 19, °67), and Spencer (2d lieutenant Aug. 17, 

67), were 2d lieutenants in different infantry regi- 
| ments, ranking in the order named, according to dates 
| of their appointments and commissions. They were all 
promoted to 1st licutenants in their respective regi- 
| ments, as of the same date, viz. : June 28, 1878. Lieut. 
| Spencer, who was the junior 2d lieutenant of the four, 
| claims to be now the senior Ist licutenant because of 
| greater length of service as a commissioned ofticer prior 
| to date of promotion. His claim is based on the act of 
March 2, 1867. (Section 1219, R. 8.) This section pro 
vides that: ‘*In fixing relative rank between officers of 
the same grade and date of appointment and commis- 
sion, the time which each may have actually served as 
a commissioned officer of the United States, whether 
continuously or at different periods, shall be taken into 
account,” etc., etc. This provision has always been 
considered by the War Department as applying to origi- 
nai appointments in the service, as distinguished from 
promotions, and it has therefore been held that, 
although officers may be of the same grade and have the 
same date of commission, and of appointment to the 
rank by promotior held by them, yet that this statute is 
not toa have any operation as between them, as it is 
deemed to have exhausted its force inthe determination 
of their rank at the time of their original appointment. 
The ground upon which this has been held is that there 
|is such a distinction between promotion and appoint- 
ment that, notwithstanding the operation of the rule 
may be to place officers of the same grade and commis- 
sion under and inferior to officers who have rendered 
less service, yet that this was contemplated by the 
statute. This pusition does not seem to me tenable. 
Promotion is a mode of appointment, and it is not less 
an appointment, because the person promoted has pre 
viously held another appointment in the Service. When 
a 2d licutenant is promoted to the rank of Ist lieutenant 
he is appointed to such rank by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. 

The construction adopted by the War Department 
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requires the interpolation of the word ‘‘ original” before 
the word ‘‘appointment.” Such construction is not in 
accordance with the spirit of the act towards the officers 
whom it affects. By the system of regimental promo- 
tion all officers up to the grade of captain are promoted 
very irregularly, such promotions varying with the casu- 
alties in each regiment. The intention of the statute 
is to apply arule which will give the benefit of their 
previous services to these officers who are of the same 
grade and date of commission whenever it shall be 
necessary to determine relative rank between them. Nor 
does it seem probable that any particular difficulty will 
result from che rearrangement of rank according to the 
important principle of length of service, when oflicers 
of the same grade find themselves commissioned of the 
same date. 

While recognizing fully that any construction which 
has long been adopted and practiced upon by a depart- 
ment is entitled to great consideration, it is to be ob- 
served that the statute in question is of recent date, 
and such construction should not be deemed conclusive.

MACHINE GUNS. 
The exhaustive series of trials of the machine guns 
which has been carried out at Shoeburyness by the 
committee under Admiral Boys, R. N., has been prac- 
tically brought to a termination—only endurance tests 
of one or two selected weapons remaining to be per- 
formed at some future date. The practice to show the 
penetration of the shots wa3 made against targets six 
feet square on the surface, and consisting of twenty 
one-inch deals in thickness, with one inch space be- 
tween each, except the two front ones, which were 
close together. The range was 300 yards. The shots 
of the five-barrelled Gardiner gun penetrated 18 layers ; 
the two-barrelled Gardiner, 18; the ten long-barrelled 
Gatling, 16; the ten short-barrelled Gatling. 16; the 
five-barrelled Nordenfeldt, 17; Pratt and Whitney’s 
guo, 16 layers. In the penetration trials, against a 
Sandwich target of two thin steel plates with elm layers 
between them, the bullets of all the guns were stopped 
by the steel. The performances of the different guns 
after their exposure for a week in the open, subjected 
to very bad weather, were goud. Half a minute was 
allowed for cleaning by such means as would be ordi- 
narily at hand with the guns. The two-barrelled Gar- 
diner was cleaned and fired in 30 secs., discharging 209 
rounds in half a minute continuous firing ; the tive-bar- 
relled Gardiner in 28 sees. firing 405 shots in the 
allotted time; the four-barrelled Pratt-Whitney was 
ready in 26 secs., and jammed at 28 sccs., firing 357 
shots; the teu-barrelled Nordenfeldt, ready in 20 secs., 
jammed in firing at 18 secs., from the top hopper not 
being put on in proper position ; the five-barreiled Nor- 
denfeldt was ready in 12 sees., and fired 330 rounds in 
the half-minute without a Litch. The long ten-bar- 
relled Gatling was ready in 25 secs., but jammed at the 
29th shot by the rim of the cartridge being cut through 
by the extractor; the ten-barreiled short Gatling was 
ready in 30 secs., and fired 313 shots. The Nordenfeldt 
and both Gatlings were oiled, the other guns were not. 
Two men cleaned the guns in all cases but the 
Gatlings, upon which three men were employed. 
The guns were further put through some very severe 
tests, at the suggestion of members of the committee 
and the gunnery officers at Shoeburyness, for the pur- 
pose of blocking the action or utherwise preventing the 
fire of the guns by occurrences such as might arise in 
action, or be brought about by stupid or thoughtless 
working. The ten-barrelled Nordenfeldt bad a cartridge 
purposely jammed into one of the firing chambers; and 
twenty cartridges were then passed by the carrier behind 
it without any explosion; thus, if such a jam had taken 
place on service the gun would have worked on and the 
firing would have only been reduced in rate by the non- 
use of one barrel. Bad and irregular feeding of the 
cartridges was also tried without detriment. It would 
be only if the needle failed to light the cartridge that 
any opening of the lock-action would be needful. Even 
then, the interrupted lock could be taken away and the 
gun worked without it. The two Gardiner guns bore 
every attempt to {dislocate their machinery with im! 
punity, and there seems no conceivable way in which 
either of these guns can be janimed by improper or de- 
ficient feeding. At the rapidity tests after exposure, the 
five-barrelled Nordenfeldt did 1000 rounds with two 
jams only in 2iunin. 52sec., the five-barrelled Gardiner 
the like number in Imin. 24sec., the four-barrelled Pratt- 
Whitney its 1000 rounds in 2min. 20sec. The sand 
test stopped all the guns without exception. The 
ordeal was to fire for half a minute under a shower of 
sand, drained upon the gunsthrough asieve. The mud 
trial brought out the good qualities of the different 
weapons in a marked manner. Each gun was dragged 
through a wet ditch and thea dragged back again. The 
inventors with their assistants were allowed in cleaning 
the gun for action the use of a bucket, brush, screw- 
driver, cleaning rod, oil, and waste. The two-barrelled 
Gardiner was cleaned and opened fire in 38min. 5sec., 
discharging three feeds of twenty cartridges, or 60 
rounds, The ten-barrelled Nordenfeldt was got into 
action in 6min. 20sec., and fired 3 feeds, or 300 rounds. 
The Pratt-Whitney was 9min. 34sec., three feeds, 120 
rounds. The ten-barrelled short Gatling was 14min. 
42sec., and fired its three feeds, or 90 rounds. The five 
barrelled Gardiner was cleaned in 4min., and fired three 
feeds of 50, or 150 rounds. The high elevation test, or 
firing the guns at an angle of 33 degrees, such as might 
be necessary on board ship to silence the enemy’s main 
top fire, was successfully passed by all the guns but the 
Gatling ; in other words, in all the mechanisms which 
had carriers for the cartridges before they entered the 
firing chambers of the barrels, the cartridges righted 
themselves; but in the direet feed from the hopper to 
the chamber in the Gatling they did not do so, but got 
across, or otherwise disabled the gun. There is one 
final point of detail which ought to haye a place in the 





record of the experiments—namely, the respective 
weights of the different guns. The five.barrelled Nor- 
denfeldt is lewt., Iqr. 3lb.; the five-barrelled Gardiner, 
2ewt., 2qr. 22Ib. ; the two-barrelled Gardiner, 3qr. 171b. ; 
the Pratt-Whitney, 2cwt. 1qr. 9lb. ; the ten (short) bar- 
relled, side-action Gatling, 2cwt. Iqr. 2ib.; the ten-bar- 
relled long Gatling, direct action, the like weight: the 
six-barrelled Gatling, lewt. 2qr. 26lb. The experiments 
have been varried out under the direction of the com- 
mandant, Colonel Hastings, R. A., and executive offi- 
cers, Captain O’Callaghan, R. A., and Captain Gould- 
Adams, R. A.—Standard, Feb. 27. ' 


ASSIGNMENTS ACCORDING TO BREVET RANK. 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, ) 
Wasuineoron, February 23, 1881.) 





Hon, Alex. Ramsey, Secretary of War : 

Sir: Your letter of January 3, 1881, sulmits to me 
a memorandum of brevet assignments of department 
commanders, with an endorsement thereon of the Gen- 
eral of the Army, and invites my attention to the cases 
stated by him, and proposes the following question: 
**Does not the full commission of major-geveral or 
brigadier-general exceed the brevet commission of major- 
general or brigadier-general even of older date?” ‘The 
question undoubtedly assumes that the officer holding a 
brevet commission is to be deemed to have been as- 
signed to duty by the special ussignment of the Presi- 
dent according to his brevet rank. If he were not thus 
assigned, no question would arise, as until such assign. 
ment the brevet rank is purely honorary. 

The President is authorized, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, to confer commissions by 
brevet upon commissioned officers of the Army for dis- 
tinguished conduct ard public services in the presence 
of the enemy. These bear date from the particular oc- 
casion or services for which the officer is brevetted, but 
they entitle the officer to no precedence or command, 
except when specially assigned to duty according to 
the brevet rank bythe President ; no: do they entitle the 
officer, on account o1 being brevetted, to wear, while 
on duty, a uniform, or to be addressed in orders or 
official communications by any title other than of his 
actual rank. (Sections 1209, 1210, 1211, and 1212, R. S.) 

These sectious seem to state with great clearness the 
effect of the brevet commission, and although negative 
in its form the clause which says that brevet rank shall 
not entitle an officer to precedence or conimand, except 
when assigned to duty according to such brevet rank 
necessarily implies that when thus assigued he is to have 
precedence and command according tosuch rank. The 
power given by this provision is one highly proper to be 
lodged with the President, as it enables him in time of 
emergency to avail himself of the services of officers in 
a rank higher than their actual rank where such officers 
have so distinguished themselves in action as to have 
received from the appointing pewer brevet commissions. 

The words ‘‘ly special assignment of the President” 
indicate that it is nut a daily exercise of power that is 
coutemplated on the part of the President in assigning 
officers to duty according to brevet rank. 

When thus assigned I can see no reason why all the 
benefits that follow from the rank are not to be enjoyed 
by the officer possessing it, and why he is not entitled to 
precedence and command according to the date of the 
commission, which must bear the date of the services 
for which he was brevetted. 

The case stated by the General of the Army is this: 
** General McDowell, commanding the Division of the 
Pacific, including Arizona, has full commission, dated 
November 25, 1872, and he holds a brevet commission 
as major-general of the date of March 13, 1865, which 
commission has no force unless by assignoment of the 
President of the United States. Colonel Willcox is 
colonel of the 12th Infantry, but commands the Depart- 
ment of Arizona by order of the President, according to 
his brevet rank of major-geveral, dated March 2, 1867.” 
‘“*We thus have,” says the general, ‘‘ the absurdity of 
a colonel actually ranking a major-general, commanding 
a Division of which the Department of Arizona is but 
a small part.” If there be any absurdity in this it is not 
the fault of the law, which enables the President to deal 
readily with the matter in two ways, either by assign- 
ing General McDowell to duty and command accord- 
ing tohis brevet rank or by withdrawing the order 
assigning Colonel Willcox to duty according to his bievet 
rank, Very respectfully, your obedient servant.

HOW THE REGULAR ARMY CAMPAIGNS. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the Chicago Times, giving an ac- 
count of the hard winter campaign of the 5th Infantry, un- 
der Major Ilges, says : 

A more arduous task was probably never before assumed 
by troops taking the field, and a severer test of soldierly en- 
durance was probably never made, nor more successfully, 
than by the column under Col, Ilges. The American “ regu- 
lar” is machine-like in his obedience of orders, but he is, 
withal, a very intelligent and sensible mortal, full of pluck and 
endurance. Were he not such he could not possibly endure 
the rigor of such a campaign as the one just ended, nor 
breast some of Montana’s fierce storms without freezing to 
death while seated in bis cavalry saddle. It requires some 
ingenuity and considerable pluck to cover twenty miles in a 
day’s march when the thermometer is ranging from 30 to 40 
degrees below zero, ani a biting wind thrusting the suow in 
the face, whose flakes seem to be three-cornered, in view of 
the vicious manner in which they strike and cut the exposed 
flesh, without suffering severely from its effects. This sort 
of a task was regularly meted cut to the regulars, and they 
performed it uncomplainingly, and when a halt was ordered, 
a little before nightfall, the compenies paired off in details, 
pitched the tents, searched fora night's supply of wood, 
groomed their animals, and prepared their meals before tips 
sounded for the lights t> go out, 

It is practic ly impossible for a rian to be Jazy on a cam-

No one 
can travel with the American regular Army without admiring 
it, and legislators who carp at it, and measure it by viewing 
a uniformed staff at the National Capital, would probably 
acquire widely different views from those usually entertained 
respecting the service could they serve with a column on the 
frontier for a brief period. 

Col. Ilges’s immediate command was made up of five com- 
panies of the 5th Infantry, Gen. Miles’s old regiment, which 
has seen unremittingly active service for the past ten years. 
Previous to 1876 it was stationed in New Mexico, and for a 
series of years was kept in almost constant motion against 
the Apaches and other southern tribes of savages. It was 
brought into Montana in 1876 to participate in the first organ- 
ized expedition directed against Sitting Bull, and has ever 
since been almost unceasingly employed in following its rest- 
less commander. Now tbat Miles has become a brigadier 
the mantle seems to have fallen on Ilges, who is one of the 
ranking majors of the Army. Ilges commanded the 14th 
regulars during the late rebellion, and participated in forty- 
one pitched battles. He is still young, and bears a reputa- 
tion for coolness combined with dash, allied with discretion 
and the soldierly?qualities which have distinguished others 
who have preceded him, that promise well for his future 
career. He has had the benefit of a great many years of 
Indian campaigning, and knows very thoroughly the savage 
character. He performed the work assigued him in this in- 
stance against the hostiles with such discretion and dispatch 
that it is to be regretted that he was not vested with plenary 
power and permitted to exercise his own judgment in opera- 
ting against Sitting Bull. 

The camp at Poplar River was located on the crown of a 
high plateau, which commands a view of the surrounding 
country for great distances. The officers lived in ordinary 
wall tents, and the soldiers were quartered in Sibley tents, @ 
conical-shaped affair patterned after the familiar Indian 
tepee. The tents all had a high banking of snow about their 
sides, which, in unison with the small camp-stoves, made it 
possible to maintain an even temperature even in the most 
rigorous weather. When the fires went out, however, after 
nightfall, there came a natural longing to seek the seclusion 
to be found under a series of buffalo robes, and allow the 
cold no opportunity to fasten upon any portion of the an- 
atomy. A teemster who had the temerity to sleep with his 
face outside the bed coverings, one night, announced to his 
companions the next morning thot he felt unusually chilly, 
and discovered, after instituting a few inquiries, that his nose 
had frozen stiff and hard without his knowledge. The case 
was such an aggravated one as to compel the man to go to 
the hospital, and it was very uncertain for a time whether 
he would be able to save that valuable portion of his physi- 
ognomy. The unprotected position of the camp enabled the 
winds to sweep through it with unbridled fury, causing @ 
rattling among the tent poles and a creaking of the cordage 
which was not altogether unlike the feeling which comes to 
one on shipboard in a storm. One or two instances occurred 
where the tall Sibleys were carried over by the force of the 
wind, exposing the unlucky inmates to all the fury of the 
wintry breezes. 

These bappenings occurred periodically, and were exas- 
perating, but not in that degree felt by a gallant captain of 
the 5th Infantry who, ona notable occasion, attempted to 
coerce a mule which had backed up against his tent on a wild 
and stormy night to secure some slight protection from tho 
whirling blasts. The mule was an old offender, and was con- 
tinually wandering about camp after night. Upon this occa- 
sion he backed fairly up against the tent, and the light inside 
permitted an accurate rear view of the animal as his shadow 
fell on the cauvas. The cavtain was entertaining a party of 
friends, that is to say, they were “swapping lies,” as the 
boys called it, and when he caught sight of the mule he 
picked up a pine board, and, remarking to his visitors : 
‘* Now, we will have some fun, boys,” levelled a full and fan 
blow at the animal. The aim had evidently been true, as the 
shadow was seen to move on the canvas, and then followed 
an awful tearing sound, and a pair of mule’s heels made 
themselves distinctly visible to the assembled crowd. The 
mule continued the kicking process until he had torn in 
shreds the objective side of the tent selected for his attack, 
and his heels reached far enough to enable him to encounter 
the stove. The boys adjourned for the evening, and one of 
the ofticers, in quitting the tent with a reasonable degree of 
celerity, remarked profanely, ‘‘Yes, we’ve had a damned 
sight of fan.” The officer who assaulted the mule was given 
other quarters that night, and on the following day pur- 
chased a tarpaulin with which to repair his domicile. 

The command, in making the journey to Fort Buford, en 
countered unusually cold and stormy weather. The ther 
mometer sauk considerably below zero, and the drifting snow 
was blown fiercely into the faces of the mounted infantry- 
men, making their progress slow and extremely arduous. 
The Indian ponies upon which the 5th Infantry are mounted 
are especialiy well-fitted to endure the hardships attending a 
campaign in this latitude, but they even took unkindly to the 
severe weather, and showed signs of great fatigue after a 
day’s march through the desp snows. The men would dis 
mount, and were, in reality, about one-half the time on foots 
This became necessary to maiatain a reasonable degree of 
warmth, and even then the long line of troopers, as they filed 
intocamp, presented the general outward view of so many 
ice-kings. Their buffalo coats were white with the snow 
which settled among and clung to the hair on the robes, and 
the collars of the coats and the men’s beards were usually 
great masses of ice formed by ordinary respiration. The 
marching column, as it moved snake-like across the snow- 
fields in a storm, presented a weird picture, which could 
never be adequately described in a letter, and would be difli- 
cult to place upon canvas. Its black outline could be seen 
at times for great distances as it toiled slowly and almost im- 
perceptibly along, and the bowed heads of the animals and 








men, as they sought to escape somewhat from the effects of 
the cold wind and flying snow, made up a picture of one side 
of army life with which the American community is but 
slighly acquainted and of which it can natarally have no ade- 
quate appreciation, 

The volamn reached Fort Buford on Feb. 15, and upon the 
following day crossed the Missouri river at that point, con- 
tinuing its march toward Fort Keogh. There are now n> 
troops in that portion of Montana where Sitting Bul! has beea 
wont to come and chase the bnffalo, and that savage has 
nothing to prevent his return for another indefinite period 
upon American soil.

A SCHOOL FOR ARMY RECRUITS.

Columbus Barracks, Ohio. After serving for a short 
period at one of these depots the recruit goes to a fron- 
tier regiment, able, perhaps, to go through the manual 
of arms and most of the movements in the school of the 
company. Having received no other instruction he is, 
as a rule, quite unfamiliar with the Articles of War, 
the Army Regulations, or the Constitution of the 
United States, which he is bound to protect and defend. 

Gen. McCook, seeing the importance of instructing 
the soldier in something more than his mere routine 
duties, has done a good work in establishing post 
schools at many of the frontier forts. Unfortunately, 
however, the exigencies of the Service at the far west 
are such as to practically prevent many soldiers from 
availing themselves of the privileges these schools 
afford. In view of these facts is net a school for the 
instruction of recruits for the Army quite as neces- 
sary as the one now being established for the young 
seamen of the Navy? Until such a school ‘3 estab- 
lished Army oificers can hardly expect to see the 
morale and general intelligence of the men under them 
very materially improved by other methods.

It is true a law has been broken all these years by | 
there having been 51 paymasters instead of 50; but said 
law was not broken in the second place, until after and 
because another law was broken in the first place. 
When one law is infracted in consequence of, and de- 
pendent upon, another being so, it is self-evident that 
the first broken is the one which must be enforced; and 
at all hazards.

There is no disputing the fact that the 
cavalryman does all the duty an infantryman does, and 
then has it doubled on him by the care of animals and 
double equipments. The cavalryman is lucky if he 
can get tw» blankets and a robe packed along on a mule 
which has to carry all the bedding for three, and some- | 
times—when mules are rather scarce—the one has to} 
carry the subsistence for the same three. It is scarcely | 
necessary to say that the transportation does not admit | 
of luxuries. Hardtack, bacon, coffee and sugar, with | 
perhaps a few cans of condensed milk, is the fare on | 
which many a cavalry officer has tried to get fat, and | 
failed. The cavalry officer earns everything he gets | 
from the Government. It is beyond dispute that the | 
cavalry arm is the hardest worked of any troops in the 
American service, and, probably, the hardest worked of | 
any service in the world at the present day, whether at | 
a post or in the field.

THE CASE OF MAJOR WINTHROP. |

| militia. Officers not of the militia are necessurily offi- 


cers of the Army. Officers of volunteers were officers 
of the Army equally with regular officers, only with a 
limited tenure. Where the limitation to the tenure was 
removed by statute, the officers became assimilated in 
all respects to regular oflicers. In the instance of the 
Judge-Advocate this principle was enunciated in ex- 
press terms by the act of Feb. 25, 1867, which, 
in finally removing the limitation to their tenure, placed 
them in so many words ‘‘upon the same footing in re- 
spect to tenure of office and otherwise, as other officers 
of the Army of the United States.” 

The tenure of these oflicers being thus established, 
their brevet rank which was simply incidental to their 
actual rank, followed the status of the latter and was 
similarly continued in force by the operation of the 
statute law. 

This view, which I understand to be that of the 
Judge-Advocate, appears to me much more satisfactory 
in a military as well as a legal point of view than that 
of the Attorney-General, who has, as it would seem, 
fallen into the error of confounding volunteers with 
militia, and has further lost sight of the purely inci- 
dental quality of brevet rank. I can but regret that his 
opinion could not have been prepared at a calmer mom- 
ent. 

I would add that my own views upon the question of 
the nature of the volunteer status have been not a little 
instructed and modified by a study of the authorities 
cited in the note on page 478 of Winthrop’s Digest, and 
especially of the case of Kerr v. Jones.

LETTER FROM NEWPORT. 
Newporr, R. I., March 11, 1881. 


Tue report of the discussion in Congress in regard to 
the Naval Training Station, which exclusively appeared 
in the columns of the Army anp Navy Jovrnat. last 
week, was read here with a good deal of interest, as it 
was the first intimation that Newporters had received 
of the lively debate which had occurred. A deed of 
Coaster’s Harbor Island, which was not approved by the 
city’s attorney, Mr. Francis B. Peckham, Jr., is now at 
Washington. It cannot be called an ‘‘ unconditional” 
deed, from the fact that it is distinctly inserted in the 
same that the island shall be used for a training school. 
The clause that it should revert back to the city in case 
it was not used for the school, was stricken out, Con- 
gressman Aldrich, of this State, having intimated that a 
deed without the latter provision would be accepted by 
the Attorney General. The city solicitor, an able as 
well as a very careful lawyer, who has no superior in 
the State, is considered an *‘ old fogy” by those who are 
in favor of giving the island to the Government. Mr. 
Peckham claims that the city is not ‘* protected” by the 
deed which he refused to draw up, it being his opinion 
that the Government could use the island for hospital or 
other purposes whenever it was given up or abandoned 
for a naval school. He would have drawn the deed 
providing he could have inserted the reverting clauses 
Any other kind of a deed, he contended, would con. 
trovert the will uf the people as expressed at the polls 
when the island was voted away. 

The residents are at a loss to account for the delay in 
not receiving intelligence from Washington whether the 
deed was accepted or rejected by the Attorney-General. 
The business people of the place are in earnest in the 
matter, and the majority of them sincerely believe that 
New London will be ‘* left out in the cold.” Others are 
not so sanguine when they recall the brilliant efforts 


| which are being made in behalf of the nutmeg State by 


Gen. Hawley and other eminent statesmen who hail 
from that section of the country. The city as yet has 
taken no action relative to moving or providing a place 
for the poor who are cared for on the island, which is 
used exclusively for the unfortunates who come under 
the head of ‘* paupers.”

‘* Enlistment” is a technical word, derived from Great Brit- 
ain, with a technical meaning. In the English cyclopedia 1t

fines it as ‘*the mode by which the English army is supplied 
w.th troops as disti: mished from conscription ps revailing in 
mupy other countries.” Littré, the best French authority, 
defines covs-ription as an_ “ appel au service militaire, par 
voie du tirage au sort,” and he defines an ens o/é, which 1s the 
equivaent of an “enlisted man, ” as an “enrolé volontaire.’

Heis never a part of the 
rank and file of the Army which is to beled; on the contrary, 
bis destiny from the outset is to be among the ofticers or 
leaders, for which alone he is educated and trained, The 
radical test of bis relation to the Government is this—that 
he is appointed by the President. The second section of the 
second arvicle of the Constitution empowers Congress to vest 
the appointment of inferior officers by law in the President 
alone. Congress bas exercised its power in this respect in 
the very langu:ge of the Constitution. It has enacted that 
the corp: of cadets “shall be appointed by the President.’, 
(Rev. Stat., sec. 1315.) In our opinion, this as clearly makes 
each member of that corps au inferior officer as if the statute 
proeveded to decl we bim so. 

But though an inferior officer, his status is in no respect 
that of a non-commissioned officer. The non-commissioned 
otticer is selected and appointed from the rauks by the regi- 
mental commander (Rezulation 73), and may be arbitrar ily 
reduced there by the power which appointed him. (Ib., 79.) 
Bat te cadet, although for purposes of instruction he may 
temporarily serve as a private soldier or as a non-commis~ 
sioued ofticer within the limits of the Academy, bears those 
relations only as a pupil, and only towards bis fellow-cadets 
and the officers of the Academy. Towards the Goverament 
and the Army at large his relation is that of an uncommis- 
sioued officer, with a warrant of the Secretary of War as the 
ev de ice of hist tle. There is nothing singular in the form 
of this quasi-commission, for in the consular service vice- 
consuls aad consular ageuts receive vimilar evidences of title 
to thei> respective offices. Tuough the appointments which 
it evidences the cidct has under existing Jaws vested rights 
in bis oftice of which no superior can deprive bim, except in 
the mode prescribed by law, and for faults or negligences of 
his own. 

The learned counsel for the claimant, in his elaborate 
brief, refers to the origin of the title *‘ cidet,” and to its rise 
and growth in the Army. ‘The examination which he invites 
is instructive. The first Covgress under the Constitution 
contiaued for one year the Army of 840 men, then in exist- 
ence. (1 Stat. L., 95; 12 Am. St. Pap., 5.) Power was then 
given to enlist an army for three years, a portion of which 
was to consist of a battalion of avtillery. (1 Stat L., 119.) 
When the term of enlistment for this artillery corps was 
about to expire Congress authorized its enlargement by en- 
li-tments for three years, to the number of 992 in all, exelu- 
rive of commissioned officers. (Act of May 9, 1794; 1 Stat. 
L., 366.) The newly-created furce was to be "organized into 
— battalions of four companies each, with regimental, 
battalion, and company otlicers, and was to be denominated 
the {corps of artillerists and engineers. The company ofti 
cers were to cousist of cne captain, two heutenant:, two 
»idets, four sergean's, and four corporals for each company. 
Es ch company W my to have 42 privates, sappers, and miners;

The construction adopted as to the clause in the act of 
Congress, approved March 3, 1835, has been so long prac- 
ticed upon by the Navy Department that I do not consider it 
necessary carefully to consider whether or not it was originaliy 
correct. Certainly there is much in the clause to countenance 
the system of competitive examination for the grade of 
passed assistant surgeon, and great and controlling weight 
must be attributed to the fact that those charged with the

Were this the only statute upon the subject, I should 
therefore be of opinion that the system as now adopted in 
the Navy was in accordance with the provisions of the law. 

It is necessary, however, to consider some additional 
egislation. 

The act of March 3, 1871, chap. 117, section 10, 16 Stats., 
536, is as follows : 

“That the foregoing grades (the medical corps being 
included) hereby established fur the staff corps of the 
Navy shall be filled by appointment from the highest numbers 
in each corps, according to seniority, and that new commis- 
sions shall be issued to the officers so appointed, in which 
commissions the titles and grades herein established shall be 
inserted ; and no existing commission shall be vacated in the 
said several staff corps except by the issue of new commis- 
sions required by the provisions of this act, and uo officer 
shall be reduced in rank or lose seniority in his own corps by 
any change which may be required under the provisions of 
this act.” 

This section contemplated, it seems to me, by the use of 
the words “highest numbers in each corps according to 
seniority,” that the promotions should be by seniority and 
not by competitive examination ; and the provision that *- no 
officer shall be reduced in rank or lose seniority,” etc., con- 
templated also that unless this provision were inserted, 
changes would be made in grades or numbers which had 
been theretofore fixed, wLich it was not the intention of Cen- 
gress to disturb. ‘This clause did not find its way into the 
original editon of the Revised Statutes, but is found in the 
second edition, section 1480. It was, however, re-enacted in 
the act of Feb. 27, 1877, chap. 69, 19 Stat. 249 in the follow- 
ing terms : 

** The grades established in the six preceding sections for 
the staff corps of the Navy shall be filled by appointment 
from the highest members of each corps, accordiug to seni- 
ority, and new commissions shai be issued to the ofticers so 
appointed, in which the titles and grades established in said 
sccuions shall be inserted ; and no existing commission shall 
be vacated in the said several staif corps, except by the issue 
of the new commissions required by the provisions of this 
section ; and no officer shall be reduced in rank or lose 
seniority in his own corps by any change which may be 
required under the provisions of the said six preceding sec- 
tions.” . . . 

It will be observed that {bis is a substantial re-enactment, 
with the exception that the word ‘‘ members ” is used instead 
of the word *‘ numbers,” and the words ‘under the pro- 
visions of the said six preceding sections ” are substituted for 
the words, “under the provisions of this act.” These 
changes apparently have no other object than to adapt the 
statute to its }lace in the revision. The effect of itis to 
adopt the rule of seniority in regard to promotions from one 
grade to another in the staff corps, the section 1430 including 
among other corps referred to, the medical corp-. . . . 
Your letter informs me that the relative position in the 
medical corps of the Navy, of all the officers of that corps, 
now on the active list, above the grade of assi+taut’surgeon, 
were determined after a competitive examination for pro- 
motion. 

I will observe, however, that the statute last cited is 
prospective in its character, and is oaly to take effect from 
the date of its enactment. Its language contemplates that 
the rule prescribed by it may not Lave heretofore always 
been followed in reference to rank or seniority. ’ 
In direct auswer to your question I am of opinion that the 
custom and practice of the Navy Department requiring com- 
petitive examination of assistant surgeons and assigning 
them positions on the Navy Register, in order of relative 
merit, as ascertained and reported by the Board of Examin- 
er3 authorized by existing law and regulations, is not under 
the present law correct. 

Having passed the necessary examination for promotion 
the claim of Mr. Ames to be promoted accordixg to seniority 
is, in my opinion, well founded.

PROMOTION ON THE RETIRED LIST. 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, ) 
Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 21, 1881.) 
Mr. President : 

Sir: The letter of the Secretary of the Navy of the 
2d instant, addressed to you and by you referred to 
me, encloses a letter addressed to Hon. Samuel J. Ran 
dall, Speaker of the House of Representatives, from 
Captain D. Lynch, U.S. N., in regard to the matter 
of promotion upon the retired list. 

The promotion of officers on the retired list of the 
Navy was authcrized by the Act of March 2d, 1867, 
which is embodied in section 1461, Revised Statutes, as 
follows : 

**Officers on the retired list of the Navy shall be en- 
titled to promotion as their several dates upon the active 
list are promoted ; Provided, That no promotion shall 
be made to the grade of Rear Admiral upon the retired 
list while there shall Le nine rear admirals by promo- 
tion on that list exclusive of those so promoted 
by reason of having commanded squadrons’ by 
oreer of the Secretary of the Navy, or of having per- 
formed other highly meriterious service. No promotion 
to the grade of rear admiral on the retired list while 
there shall be in that grade the full number allowed by 
law.” 

And section 1591, R.S. (from the same act), pro- 
vides that ‘‘No officer heretofore or hereafter promoted 
upon the retired list, shall, in consequence of such pro- 
motion be entitled to any increase of pay.”’ 

It was subsequently held by the Navy Department 
that the law authorizing such promotions was not 
strictly imperative, but left the matter, in some degree, 
subject to the discretion of the President to select such 
officers, as in his opinion, might be entitled to promo- 
tion on the retired list. And although a few such ofli- 





are justiciable. ou request my opinion upon the following question 
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cers were afterwards promoted, no general promotions 
of retired officers have since been made. 

A number of officers of the staff corps were promo- 
ted on the retired list tothe higher grades created in 
such corps by the act of March 3, 1871, (sections 1474, 
1475 and 1476 of the Revised Statutes), since which 
time no promotions of retired staff officers have been 
made. 

There are about forty-three line officers now on the 
retired list who would be entitled to promotion should a 
general promotion of the retired oilicers be made, as in 
1867. Of this number it appears that three would be 
advanced to the grade of master, seven to lieutenant, 
two to lieutenant commander, nine to commander, 
eight to captain, and fourteen to commodore. And in 
the staff corps about ‘sixty-seven officers would also be 
entitled to promotion tothe grades on the retired list 
held by officers of their respective dates on the active 
list. 

In the ruling made by the Navy Department it ap- 
pears to have been finfluenced by the ccnsideration 
already mentioned, that the President was allowed by the 
law to exercise his discretion in determining who are 
and who ure not entitled to promotion on the retired 
list. Aud when in view of the fact that there are offi- 
cers retired from active service by reason of mental, 
moral, and professional disqualificaticns, who, in case 
of war would be entirely unfitted for any duty, this in- 
terpretation seemed to the Department to be justified, 
inasmuch as the law makes no discrimination and au- 
thorizes no examination inthe cases of retired officers, to 
determine their fitness for advancement to higher grades 
than those in which they were retired for causes dis- 
qualifying them for active service. 

In reply to this view taken by the Navy Department 
I would suggest that the language of the section 1461, 
R. S., that ‘‘Officers on the retired list of the Navy 
shall be entitled to promotion as their several dates upon 
the active list are promoted,” is explicit and distinct in 
its character, subject, of course, to the proviso of the 
same section. 

The word ‘‘entitled,” which it is thought may be 
construed as giving a right of selection to the Presi- 
dent, will hardly bear that interpretation, when the rest 
of the sentence so distinctly shows that the title pro- 
ceeds from the fact that their several dates on the active 
list are promoted. 

There is undoubtedly force in the argument which is 
suggested against this system of indiscriminate promo- 
tions; but it is not a question of what the law ought 
to be, but what the lawis. A practical effect of the 
law, which would be undesirable, cannot be allowed to 
overcome its express terms. Such operation presents a 
question for the legislative and not the executive branch 
of the Government. 

It will also be observed that while this promotion is 
thus given no corresponding increase of pay and allow- 
ance 1s permitted ; and the legislation appears to ‘have 
sufficieutly guarded against any mischiefs that are sug- 
gested as likely to arise, by reason of calling retired of- 
ficers into active duty. This can only be doné in time 
of war, by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. It is not to be presumed that 
the President, in connection with the Senate, will ex- 
ercise this power in regard to such retired officers un- 
less upon full examination he shall he satisfied that they 
are competent for the higher grade on the active list 
which they have reached on the retired list. Such in- 
vestigation will undoubtedly be made in view of the 
fact that these promotions on the retired list are not ac- 
companied with the careful examinations which attend 
those upon the active list. 

This power of the President, with the consent of the 
Senate, is in reality (although not in form) a power to 
give a new commission to a retired officer in time of 
great public emergency. It is difficult to see why that 
power is not wisely reposed with the President, or to 
understand how any danger can result from its exer- 
cise. 

It will be observed also that retired officers thus 
called upon active duty do not return to the active list 
unless under circumstances of a peculiar character. 
(Sections 1462, 3, 4. 5.) In regard to the statement in 
the letter from the Secretary of the Navy that officers 
mentally, morally, and professsioua'ly disqualified are 
often found upon the retired list, I would suggest that it 
was never contemplated by the legislation that the re- 
tired list would to any extent be occupied except by 
those who had performed honorable service, and were 
retired by reason of disability incurred in that service. 

I am therefore of opinion that the first clause of sec- 
tion 1461, R. S., gives to officers on the retired list a 
right to promotion as their several dates upor the ac- 
tive list are promoted.

COALING STATIONS ON THE ISTHMUS. 

In the House on the 25th and 26th of February was 
debated an amendment offered to the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill, as follows: To cnable the Secretary 
of the Navy to establish at the Isthmus of Panama 
naval stations and depots of coal for the supply of 
steamships of war, $200,000, to be available for expen- 
diture as soon as suitable arrangements can be made to 
the prof osed end. 

The debate showed that something had aroused 
suspicion in the minds of members as to the purpose of 
this amendment. Myr. Herbert said: ‘‘ The fact that 
the private secretary of the President appeared before 
the sub-committee of the Committee on Appropriations 
on this amendment indicates an extraordinary anxiety 
for its passage. The House will remember that the 
President, in a recent message to Congress, asserted a 
right on the part of this Government to exercise control 
over interoceanic commerce across the American Isth- 
mus. In his opinion the Monroe doctrine has some sort 
of application to this subject. This amendment, giving 
as it does to the President discretion in this matter to 
spend $200,000 where he may see proper along the 
Isthmus, if passed will indicate an intention on the part 
of Congress to enable the Government to carry out that 
idea as expressed in that portion of the President’s mes- 
sage. If we pass it and the President takes the steps 
contemplated thereby, it will be taken as an approval 
by Congress of that portion of the message, and this 
Government will be committed to a policy which seems 
to me unwise, untenable, and full of danger. 4 
The interest the President has indicated by sending his 
private secretary before the sub-committee of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations or before individuals of the 
sub-committee on this question springs out of the fact 
that he desires this Congress by making this appropria- 
tion to inderse his policy as announced in that part of 
his message. This I trust this Congress is not ready 
to do.” 

Mr. McMahon said: ‘‘ Nobody supposes that this has 
reference exclusively to coaling stations, or that there is 
nothing else behind it. Nobody supposes that an 
amendment which provides the sum of some two hun- 
dred thousand dollars for coaling stations is all that is 


contemplated. Behind all of this there is something 
else; something that interests the Executive of the 


country ; something that interests somebody engaged in 
great schemes, in which they hope to interest Congress. 
What, then, is that interest, and where is it located ? 
There is, Mr. Chairman, to my knowledge, in existence 
such an association as the Chiriqui Land Improvement 
Company, which owns some two millions of acres of 
land, that embraces the points contemplated in this bill ; 
and you may find, possibly, that millions of dollars are 
contemplated to be paid for this property in the future, 
and $200,000 paid for some few thousand feet of it at 
the present time. These facts I know, because the 
whole question was presented to the sub-committee 
having the matter in charge, and I had an opportunity 
of looking into it in that way, and the committee did 
not choose to have itselt run blindly into this subject, 
when it found that the chief promoters of the enterprise 
before the committee were agents and attorneys, as 
admitted, of this improvement company. If there are 
rich coal mines there and the location of stations would 
save to the Government annually $250,000, I do not see 
how it is that some cute Yankee or some of the owners 
of the land who are American citizens, or some Capi- 
talists outside of them, have not mined this coal aud 
disposed of it to the United States. How is this 
‘$250,000 annually’ to be saved? Is there coal there ? 
If so, why does not the Chiriqui Land Improvement 
Company open the mines and sell the coal to the Gov- 
ernment? If the coal is to be transported there, why 
cannot we for a small price get the right to land the coal 
there? How many acres would it take to establish a 
coal depot there ?” 

Mr. Harris and Mr. Whitthorne defended the action 
of the Naval Committee in recommending the appro- 
priation. Mr. Harris declared that no ‘‘land jobber” 
had been in the presence of that committee. Mr. Whit- 
thorne said that beyond the immediate purpose of 
establishing a coaling station, ‘‘ the motive which oper- 
ated with the Committee on Naval Affairs that the 
honor and interest of this country might be involved in 
the great work contemplated by a distinguished French 
citizen or French company; and if,” he said, ‘‘ 1 were 
uncharitable, if I were as some gentlemen on this floor, 
I could make the intimation that the managers of the 
French scheme were here to defeat a great American 
idea and project. But I do not believe that, nor dol 
indulge in avy intimations of that kind. 1 believe the 
committee and the country will be animated with the 
same spirit as the Naval Committee, that the future in- 
terests of our country, that our future commerce, that 
our future honor demanded this work and this appro- 
priation to meet these possible emergencies.” 

Mr. Harris showed some heat in his reply to Mr. Me- 
Mahon, pressing him to either make his charges more 
definite or withdraw, when the following colloquy oc- 
curred :

Mr. McMahon—Do I understand that a friend of the Pre- 
sident calls for that information ? 

Mr. Hiscock—I call for an answer to the iusinuation that 
the gentleman has made. I ask him what are the “sly 
iufluences” to whch he refers. 

Mr. McMahon—Does the gentleman want the House to 
know? Do I understend that a friend of the President wants 
that information? Does he wish me to be more specific? 








Mr. Burrows—No, but a friend of honesty aud fair dealing 
asks it, 


Mr. Hiscock—If the gentleman bas any such information, 
I want him to give it to the House. 

Mr. MeMahon—-Very wel', you shall have it. Private 
Secretary Rogers is his first and last name, [applause on the 
Democratic side.] who represented the executive intluence to 
which [refer. Now, Mr. Chairman, that I did not want to 
say. I preferred to state this fact in my own way, without 
calling names, that the Executive took great interest in these 
stations, but when gentlemen h.ve compe'led me in this 
manner, I say that it is right that I should name him, and I 
cannot help it. It is true. 

Mr. Haskell—May Lask the gentleman from Ohio a qnes- 
tion? 

Mr. McMahon—Not at this moment. 

Mr. Calk ns—Give us the whole thing. 

Mr. McMahon—I will go a little further. When I mado 
my opening statement I said that a gentleman appeared be- 
fore the sub-committee. I knew him to be an attorney for 
some parties, and put questions to him. I wanted to get at 
the bottom of the thing, and asked him, after he had urged 
the matter on public grounds, whom he represented? He 
then frankly answered. Andif the other committees which are 
now so sensitive had gone further than act on the recom- 
mendation of the executive ofticers of the Government,and had 
pushed such inquiries with the same anxiety to probe the 
matter to the bottom, they might have discovered what was 
so easily discovered by our sub-committee by a few simple 
questions. I said to him, ‘‘ Whom do you represent ?” e 
answered, ‘‘I represent a private individual and the Chiriqui 
[mprovement Company.” That private individual’s name I 
do not certainly remember. I think it was ‘Thompson. 

Mr. Goode—If the gentleman will allow me, I want to say 
for the information of the House that this matter was refer- 
red by the House to the Naval Committee. It was discussed 
on two or three different occasions in the Naval Committee. 
All the information we have had on the subject was derived 
from executive documents, from two messages of the Presi- 
dent, and two reports of the Secretary of the Navy, and no 
representative of any private job whatever has ever in any 
manner, shape or form, so far as I know, approached that 
committee. 

Mr. Sparks—That is, your committee ? 

Mr. Frye—They only went to the sub-committee of the 
Committee on Appropriations. They never went to the 
Interoceanic Canal Committee, either. They kuew better 
where to go. 

Mr. McMahon—TI will say to the gentleman from Maine we 
know our business as an appropriating committee. We were 
not caught by mere Executive recommendations. As to the 
insinuation of the gentleman, he must understand that only 
an argument was heard. Aud I say further to him that his 
remark is singularly out of place ; for the Chiriqui Land Im- 
provemeut aud Executive influences and recommendations 
failed with the Appropriation sub-committee, whatever for- 
tune they may have had elsewhere. If the gentleman from 
Maine can find any jobs in this or any other we are connected 
with, let him point them out, and where he can tind one, if 
there be one, i can show him ten in the infamous history of 
his jobbing party. 

Mr. Willets—Give us the facts. 

Mr. McMahon—I have given youthefacts. It wasthrough 
this gentleman who appeared before us, an attorney for the 
Chiriqui Land Improvement Company, that we learned all I 
have stated. If I understood him, $200,000 was to give us a 
thousand feet froat on the bays, just sufficient for a coaling 
station, or something of that sort. It may have been a 
thousand acres. Now, if I am approached with an appeal to 
add glory to my country, I say, give me a domain such as 
we were used to buy-in the days of old, a domain exteuding 
from sea to sea. Do not let us be content with locating a 
coaling station or two merely to gratify Executive vanity or 
improve the property of private individuals. That is my de- 
mocracy ; and when a proposition comes to me in that tangi- 
le shape, then I may give it favorable consideration. For, 
if we are to assert the Monroe doctrine, let it be done openly, 
boldly, and effectively. 

The amendment making an appropriation of $200,- 
000 for the coaling stations was finally adopted by a 
vote of 82 ayes, pays 65. This being in the Commit- 
tee of the Whole, Mr. Blount gave notice that he should 
call the ayes and nays on the vote in the House. 

The item was finally passed by both Houses. 


FOREIGNN ITELLIGENCE. 

Tue Inflexible is a costly ship. Her hull cost nearly 
£500,000, and her engines and machinery almost 
another £100,000; but even the estimates will not show 
what the total expenditure, direct and indirect, will 
have been upon her before she is ready for her trial com!

befere her completion may be from 30 to 50 per cent. 
more than had heen originally expected 

Tne Saturday Review says: Wheu the Prussian 
Guard commenced their movements at the battle of 
Gravelotte against St. Privat they were distant from the 
village about 2,500 yards. The advance being plainly 
mad» out by the French infantry in possession, the latter 
began to fire, and so murderous was the execution that 
the enemy were brought to a halt when scarcely within 
replying distance of their own arms. The severest loss 
was experienced in the interval between 1,700 yards and 
700 yards. Iuthe Russian attack upon the Turks at 
Gorni Dubniak their advancing columns began to feel 
the effects of infantry fire when still a mile and a half 
away. When they got a quarter of a mile nearer bullets 
swept the columns like a hail storm, more or less partial, 
and between three-quarters of a mile and half, the first 
became inconceivably violent, causing enormous losses, 
In every action the Turks began to fire away as fast 2s 
they could the moment the enemy came within the ex 
treme reach of their weapon, and the Russian column 
lost severely in consequence. The French in their war 
were somewhat more sparing of ammunition; neverthe 
less, the tactics they pursued with success at St. Privat 
were repeated in subsequent actions, and it was re 
marked by the Prussians that they suffered sensibly 
more at the longer than at the shorter ranges. At first 
sight it would seem, then, that the best course for in- 
fantry to pursue in the future is to imitate these tactics, 
to open fire at the furtherest possible reach, and to 
continue the fire regardless of expenditure ia ammuni 
tion. ‘The arms must be procured which, having due 
regard to lowness of trajectory, can carry furthest, be 
discharged and reloaded quickest, and it wiil be the first 











care of a geueral to provide for an instant and constant 
use an unlimited supply of cartridges. The Turks 
carried on their persons, or had at hand, cartridges 





enough to allow each man firing all through a battle ag 
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much as he pleased. The Russian soldier has on or by 
him 120 cartridges, which 1s more than any other Euro- 
pean has, but it is plain that, if battles are to be fought 
on the above conditions, 120 cartridges per man are 
insuflicient for the necessities of the case. 

Tue civil functionaries of the Turkish War Office are 
hereafter to be summoned to their desks by the martial 
strain of the bugle. Five times a day the bugle will 
guide the movements of the clerks of the department. 
The first blast will be 5 o’clock Turkish (10 a. M.,) to} 
call the men to their work ; at a quarter before noon a 
second will send them to prayer and breakfast; at 1 
o’clock a third will bid them return to work. At 10.30 
Turkish a fourth will release from their labors those who 
live on the Bosphorus, and half an hour later the last 
blast will take place to signify to the clerks living in 
Stamboul, Galata, etc., that their work is done. 

Cuigse naval gunnery can bardly be very highly 
developed if the account of the shot practice of a 
Chinese frigate in attempting to sink the steamer Bom- 
bay, lately on fire at Woosung be correct. Three of the 
shots went clean over the Bombay's hull, whilst the 
fourth struck the side of the frigate’s own boat—with 
what result the report does not say. 

Two gun-boats are being fitted at Portsmouth Eng 
land, for trials of new guns and gun carriages. The 
first carriage to be tested is the *‘ Albino,” an Italian | 
invention, in which the recoil is checked by an adapta- 
tion of the common hydraulic jack. The trunnions of 
the guns are supported on levers, which fall on dis- 
charge. The means for training the gun are very | 
simple. A breech-loading gun will be used on the trial. 

Tne large iron-clad turret-ships Colossus, Conqueror, 
and Majestic, and ‘‘ barbette” ship Collingwood, now in 
course of construction at Chatham, Portsmouth, and 
Pembroke Yards, are to be fitted for and supplied with 
Martin’s self-canting anchors of 5 tons 15 cwt. each.

Gen. Wingate in callin ¢ the convention to order said : 

Gentlemen of the Convention: I have much pleasure ir 
informing you that since the last convention of this Associ¢ 
tion met in St. Louis, in October, 1879, a substantial progress 
may be considered to have been accomplished towards carry- 
ing out the ideas we have met together to promote, a pro- 
gress that is more gratifying, as proving how rapidly the op- 
position originally experienced from so many q iarters is be- 
ing overcone. This opposition has been based upon many 
and very different ground:, but a'l of them, when examined, 
will be seen to be founded on some misapprehension either 
as to our plans, or as tothe existing militia law. Thus, on 
the one hand some have opposed our association from the 
fear that the reform we propose contemplate: an attack on 
the hberties of the country by organizing and arming some 
bloodthirsty and mysterious orzanizations, for the purpose 
of enabling the States to defy the authority of the National 
Goverement. 

On the other we find the sane measure d*nounced as an 
attempt to place the militia of the States under the absolute 
control of the President, and create a new federal army of 
150,000 men, to enable the General Government to trample 
on the nights of the States. 

The last objection, as you are probably aware, is founded 
upon a paragraph inserted by the committee of the House 
of Representatatives in the bill reported by them to that 
body, although that paragraph is a verbatim extract from the 
law of the United States as it was, and is, and has existed 
without a'teration since 1795, or some eighty-five years. 

Sometimes, as in the recent report of the Senate Commit- 
tee, both these objections, inconsisteut as they are, are found 
combined. 

After our St. Louis Convention the bill was slightly altered 
and introduced in Congress early in the sessiou of 1880 by 
Gen. Scales, of Norih Carolina, more for the purpose of 
eliciting criticism than with an idea that it would be passed 
during that session. The prevalent idea at first in Congress 
appeared to be, that there was a job of some kiid—a great 
gun contract—or something of that description, concealed, 
somewhere in our proposed law. 

It apparently scemed almost increditable to membe:s of 
Congress that there could b2 a number of gentlemen ia the 
various States, who would put themselves to any iacon- 
venience solely from a desire to advance the military strength 
of the country, and without any idea of personal benefit, and 
it has becn difficult to disabuse their minds of this impres- 
sion. 

To remove these objections, to explain the true objects and 
desires of this association, to point out that a law of the 
description asked for, and giving really more power to the 
President over the militia than ours, has stood upon the 
Statute book of Congress from the very organization of the 
Government, to point out that all that is desired is not to 
make any departure, but merelv the alteration of antiquated 
and obsolete legislation, so that instead of providing for 
** spontoons ” and similar articles, the United States law shall 
be made tu conform to the existing state of the couutry and 
of military science (as it did when it was passed e'ghty-five 
years ago) has been the task of the officers of this association 
during the past year, and I assure you it bas been no sine- 
cure. For this purpose the Executive Committee had printed 
a pamphlet stating the origin and objects of our association, 
which you have all seen, This was extensively distributed 
among the press and public, and, I think, was of substantial 
value. From all sides and from all States the leiding mili- 
tary men of the country uuited in commending our plan, 
and in March last, the Honse Committee having become 
converted, made an elaborate report, which in itself con-ti- 
tutes a strong argumentin our favor. This sommittee did 
not report the bill as framed by this association, but modilied 
it in several important particulars. The arms to be issued 
were required to be of the Government pattern and manu- 
facture, and there were other alterations, but vone which 
materially interfered with its general scope and purpose. 

With the view of making a complete law the commiitee 
incorporated iu their bill all the existing provisions on the 
Statute book, which it was not proposed to repeal, and in 
this way inverted those provisions as to the President's power 
to issue orders direct to the militia, which have caused more 
adverse criticism than anything else in the bill. 

As thus reported the bill has been formally recommended 
to Congress in the ofticial reports of the President, the Sec- 
retary of War and the Chief of Ordnance. and has also been 
formally approved by the National Guard Conventions of 
many States. 

I regret to say, however, that an unfavorable report has 
been made to the Senate by its Military Committee. This, as 
Iam informed, arose through a mistake, and must not be 
considered as representing the real opinion of that com- 












mittee. It certainly was made without any hearing having 
been given to the friends of the bill, and was, I am informed, 
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made withont any consideration of it by the committee itself. 
It was based upon a letter written a year previously of a New 
York National Guard officer whom the meantime had 
changed his views, and who had announced bimself as an 
advocate of the necessity of legislation of this description at 
the very time this report was made—a singular instance of 
the irony of events 

Besides thi, the report was based upon the bill as origin- 

ally prepared, and not upon that as modified and 2s reported 
to the House. On the whole therefore this adverse report, 
although disagreeable, cannot be really considered as dam- 
aging. 
_ The really great obstacle which we have to contend against 
is the apathy of Congress. Few who have no actual expe- 
rience can imagine the difficulty of procuring the passage of 
any law by that body which involves no personal or political 
interest, and particularly on a subject like this, upon which 
the average congressman knows nothing and cares less. 

A distinguished Senator once remarked to me that this 
almost impossibility of procuring affirmative legislation was 
the great safe-guard of the Republic. If he was correct in 
the belief that such a difficulty constitutes any protection, 
our country is certain of a happy future. 

The fact that this association has no funds to defray the 
travelling or other expenses of its officers, and has to depend 
entirely upon gratuitous services and the personal influence 
of its members with their respective congressmen to secure 
any consideration for its projects has certainly not 
tended to make it any more successful, In this con- 
nection I wish to suggest to the convention that there 
are scarcely any of the States in which any provison 
exists for paying ducs to such an association as this 
from the Treasury, as anything that is paid must therefore 
be contributed by the delegates themselves, it would seem 
wise that the dues now required to be paid by each State 
(#50) should be considerably reduced. 

In the management of the bill and in recommending 
amendments to it, I desire to impress upon the convention 
that the fewer changes that are made in the law as reported 
to the House the better. Undoubtedly it is not the best that 
could be framed, but it is a great improvement over the law 
as it now stands, and is the result of much dissussion, and a 
combination of views. To obtain success we must remember 
that we must yield to criticism, and be willing to surrender 
those points which we find, by experience attract opposition, 

n short take.what we can get rather than get nothing by 
insisting upon what is impracticable. 

We must remember that the 1 roposed Jaw is not for one 
State. but for all, and that the interests. and objections, and 
even the prejudices of all must be considered, and above all, 
that the present bill being so well known, and so highly com- 
mended (while no really serious objection has been made 
against it), necessarily stands ina much more favorable con- 
dition than could be expected of any new measure. 

While we have met with a strong support in most of the 
States, in a few mainly of those whose National Guard have 
been so well supported as to render them indifferent to apy 
aid which might te expected to result from the passage of 
this bill ; there has been considerable indifference among 4 
portion of the officers in regard to our association. 

I am glad, however, to be able to say that this is wearing 
away, as the ideas and aims of the association become more 
generally understood, and to-day, I think it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that it has the sympathy of the best military men 
of all the States. Even those who were at first opposed, are 
now coming over to us, and there can be but little doubt that 
by persevering in the future in the policy that has been adopted 
in the past, by avoiding as far as possibie all causes for 
objection, by impressing in every way upon the public mind 
the true object of our organization, and above all by keeping 
up a steady pressure upon Congress and public opinion, we 
shall within a brief period see our efforts crowned with 
success, by the enactment of a law which will be of sub- 
stantial benefit to every section of this great country, and 
which will make the National Guard of the various States 
powerful and efficieut organizations, without in the slightest 
degree interfering with the constitutional rights of either 
the States, or the General Government. I cannot close 
without expressing my obligations to Gen. Albert Ordway, 
one of the delegates to our first convention, Although not 
at present a member of the National Guard cf any State, 
few are more enthusiastic in_ favor of our association, or 
more ready to advance its ideas. As he is a resident of 
Washington he has been of the greatest assistance to me in 
our attempts to procure Congressional action. In fact I do 
not know how we could have accomplished as mnch as has 
been done if it had not been for his aid. I am also under 
obligations of the same kind to Gen. 8. V. Benét, the Chief 
of Ordnance, U. S. A., whose report in favor of our bill you 
have probably all read. In view of the interest that has 
been taken by both these gentlemen in the plans of this 
association, I have taken the liberty of inviting them to be 
present during this convention, and would suggest thet they 
be granted the privileges of the floor. 

Inasmuch as our plan of legislation is in such a condition 
that we can do but little during this convention to aid it, I 
wish to suggest whether it would not be wise not to confine 
ourselves to that alone. 

In addition to the questions which you have been notified 
will be brought up for discussion, cannot something be done 
to obtain from those now present a statement of the condi- 
tim and progress of the National Guard of their respective 
States? We have now present the leading representatives 
of nearly every State having a uniformed militia. Almost 
every one of these is yearly making some innovations, trying 
some experiments, some of which are successful, some not. 
If the experiences thus obtained could be brought to the 
attention of this convention and discussion elivited upon 
those points upon which it was desired, it seems to me it 
would tend to make our annual conventions of great value to 
the National Guard of the whole country, and do much to 
promote the interests of our association. Those matters, 
however, are for the convention to decide upon. 

I am pleased, gentlemen, to find so large a representation 
present on this occasion, and trust that our deliberations 
will be as pleasant and profitable as during our two former 
cmventions. What is the pleasure of the convention ? 

The privileges of the floor were granted Gen. Ordway. 


The by-laws of the association after some discussion were 
mdified so that the members should consist of five official 
dslegates to be selected by the adjutant-generals of the 
several States and Territories from the officers or honorably 
discharged ex-officers thcreof (the assessment for each State 
being reduced from $50 to $15), and in addition that any offi- 
cer or honorably discharged ex-officer of the National Guard of 
any State or Territory m'ght become a member upon paying @n 
initiation fee of $3 and annual dues of $2, and as such be 
entitled to attend the meetings of the asssociation and unite 
with the official delegates in representing his State. The dele- 
gates from each State to cast one yote, the vote to be taken by 
States. ‘ 

This provision was made for the purpose of giving at once 
an official and popular representation, and will result in 
strengthening the organization. 

The Treasurer’s report was read showing the expense of 


the year to have amounted to $206.85, leaving a balance on 
hand of $153.15. 

A communication having been received from Col. J. E. 
Peyton in regard to the centennial celebration of the battle 
of Yorktown, the association passed @ resolution urging the 
Adjt.-Generals of the different States to use their best en- 
deavors to be represented on that occasion, and directed a 
copy to be sent to the different adjutant-generals 

It was resolved that the corresponding secretary shall, two 
montbs before each convention, forward a circular to the 
National Guard of the several States, requesting that a report 
be made to the convention of the following particulars in 
relation to the National Guard of such State (stating what 
change, if any, has taken place therein during the last year), 
namely: Strength, Equipment, Discipline, and Instruction ; 
if any camps have been held, their management and the 
proportion of troops present, and any other matters of in- 
terext or suggestions likely to be valuable to the National 
Guard of the a 

The convention also decided that at all future meetings 
the delegates should be requested t» appear in the uaiform 
of their rank. 

An address was made by Gen. Albert Ordway stating the 
condition and progress of the bill for the improvement of 
the militia, and calling the attenticn of the delegates parti- 
cularly to the fact that the objections that were made to it 
were,-as stated by the President in his address, founded 
almost entirely upon ignorance of the existing law and an 
apprehension that it would be a radical innovation to ask for 
any legislation by Congress for the mil'tia. That under the 
existing militia law of Congress. if enforced, there would be 
a militia force of over 7,000,000 men, required to arm and 
equip themselves at their owa expense and make certaia 
annual parades. That this militia had been abandoned and 
the different States had organized an uniformed militia 
which had by degrees taken its place, and all this association 
desired was that this force should be recognized. The exist- 
ing appropriation of $200.000 (although adequate when 
made in 1808), had now, on account of the increase of popu- 
lation, become entirely inadeqnate and should be increased 
to $1,000,000, and instead of being limited to arms and 
equipments should permit the States to draw it in camp, 
garrison, and equipage, and such other things as they need 
to properly equip their troops, or pay them for service in 
— That all other matters of detail were questions to 
be determined by Cong-ess3, aud it would not be wise to 
take up the time and attention of the convention by dis- 
cussing them. General Ordway submitted a memorial, 
stating io general t>rm3 the necessity of legislation of this 
description, which the association adopted and directed its 
officers to sign and send co ies to the adjutant-generals of 
the several St:tes. A committee, of which Gener] Ordway 
was chairman, was appointed to look after the bill in Con- 
gress. 

The association then took up for discussion the questions 
of which notice had been given by the President, namely: 

First. Is the efficiency usually attained by cavalry and 
artillery in the National Guard suffic'eat to justify their 
cost, and t » what extent should they be encouraged ? 

Second. Encampments: their value and the best methods 
of managing them, 

As the several States were called their delegates in turn 
gave their opinions and experience on these points (now 0 
vital interest to the National Guard, especially of New York). 
As the speakers were most of them veteran soldiers as well 
as National Guard«men and were thoroughly informed on 
the topics. their opinions were listened to with the greatest 
attention by those present, and many questions were ask 
where it was found that any State had adopted anything that 
was thought to be novel or valuable. The d scussiou was 
taken down by a steuographer, and after being revised will 
appear in the proceedings of the association and will, proba- 
bly, be published in the JOURNAL within a brief period. The 
opinion of the majority was that one troop of cavalry should 
be attached to each brigade, but that it should be raised as 
far as possible in the districts where men under-tood riding 
and could use their own horses. The ee as to the value 
of a small proportion of artillery to each brigade was almost 
uoanimons. {t was found that in many of the States the'r 
artillery was exceedingly effective. 

All were agreed in regard to the value of «ncampments. 
Somewhat tothe surprise of many it was found that in 
several of the States the troops were fed on Army rations 
during camp with satisfactory resul‘s, some cooking them 
themselves. There was no subject on which there was 80 
much difference as to management as in this question «f 
rations. It was also found that the idea that encamvments 
must of neces-ity be placed at a distance from large cities 
was not sustained by experience. In Ohio the commanding 
officers stated that they would just as soon have a camp in a 
city park as any where in the country, and did not find that 
it interfered with the discipline of their commands et all. 
In Pennaylvania it was stated that a recent brigade camp in 
Fairmount Park was @ success ia all respects. 

The officers from Connecticut, Rhode Island, Massachu- 
sett:, Pennsylvania, in fact, from all the States which had 
tried to carry on rifle practice in their annual camps, stated 
that the time was so occupied during an encampment of five 
or six days that they had found it to be impracticable to in- 
struct the men in shooting. Most of them had, in conse- 
quence, allotted @ separate day for this duty on local ranges, 
to which transportation was allowed. Marksman’s badges 
and company and other matches were agreed by all to be of 
great value.

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action was compared very unfavorably with those of New 
York and St. Louis, This arose from the fact that in the 
press of details, connected with the sending the evtire Na- 
tional Guard force of Pennsylvania to the inauguration, the 
matter had been overlooked until # wes too late to remedy it. 





Ninto New Yorx.—This regiment made a most creditable 
display with its ten companies, sixteen full files, during the 
inaugural parade at Washington on March 4tk. The com- 
mand left New York at 9 Pp. M. on the 3d. and only reached 
Washington at 11.30 a. M. on the 4th, and though it was at 
once ordered to its position in the line the marching dis- 
tances and alignments of the companies during the long 
parade were most admirable, and received repeated applause. 
In the afternoon the regiment was reviewed by Gon. W. T. 
Sherman on the Capitol grounds, the equalization being 
eighteen files front. The inspection of the line was marred 
by the unsteadiness of one or two of the officers, and the 
march past (with the exception of the deliberate halting of 
one of the companies immediately in front of the reviewing 
officers, and the efforts of the Colonel to make the captain 
understand that a halt at that moment was decidedly incor- 
rect), was one of the very best ever made: y the regiment. 
There was one or two contrelemps during je review whick 
created much amusement among the spectators, The com- 
mand left for home on Saturday evening, but did not reach 
New York until 1 Pp. a. on the 6th, Col. Ryder telegraphed 
the Police Department for permission to parade his regiment 
on Sunday ; the request was denied. The regiment, how- 
ever, was marched in column of fours without music, escort- 
ing the Boston Fusileers to its armory in West 26th street, 
where it was dismissed. This action of’ Col. Ryder’s, in di- 
rect violation of the laws of the State of New York, has been 
most freely commented on in military circles, but as the 
Police authorities have as yet taken no action in the matter, 
it is supposed that the breach will be overlooked. The re- 
fus il of Superintendent Walling to allow the returning com- 
mands to parade is based on section 3 of ‘* An act to regulate 
processions and parades in the cities of the State of New 
York, passed May 7, 1872, viz. : 

Sec. 3. All processions and parades on Sunday in any strect 
or public place of any city (excepting onl funeral proces- 
sions engaged in the actual burial of the dead, and proces- 
sions to and from any place of worship in connection with @ 
religious service there celebrated), are forbidden, and in no 
such excepted case shall there be any music, fireworks, dis- 
charge of cannon or fire-arms, or other disturbing noise ; 
provided that in any military funeral music may be played 
while escorting the body, but such music shall not be played 
within one block of any place of worship while worship is 
being celebrated. 

Sec. 4. Every person wilfully violating any provision of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable w.th a 
fine not exceeding $20, or imprisonment not exceeding 10 
days, or both, at the discretion of the court.
